rrEx THAT nx. 
LOR Potius Cato, had oucr- 
#4 com the cites of Spain, 
land thought that in pꝛo- 
To HZcelle of tyme they wolde 
rrebell, thꝛoughe truſte of 
they; ſtronge townes, ſente his letters 
to cuery one of theſayd cities comman- 
dynge theym by and by to beate downe 
they: walles and bulwarkes thꝛetening 
them warre, oneleſſe they fo:thwith ful- 
kylled his cõmandement. He cauſed his 
ſondzy letters in one daye to be delpue⸗ 
ted to all the cities, wherby eche of them 
thought, that that commandement was 
gyuen to them alone, and ſo by feare o⸗ 
eyed his letters. vohere as if they had 
knowenlyke commaundemente gyuen 
out to all the other cities, they happylp 
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by conſpiracy wolde haue rebelled. 
Hamilcat capytapne of Carthage, to 
thentent he myght pzyuily and bnloked 
foʒ, atyue with his nauy in Sicile, gaue 
tables ſcaled to all the ſhyppe mayſters, 
wherin he had witten whither he inten⸗ 
ded his vpage, gyuynge them in com- 
maundement, not ſoo hardy to open 03 
rede them except that by fo:ce of tempeſt 
they were dzyuen from the courſe of the 
ammpꝛall ſhyp. 

Gaius Lelius ſente in ambaſſage vn- 
to Syphar, to thentent he myght wyſe⸗ 
ly eſpye and ſetche out the councyll and 
conuepaunce of his ennemies, toke with 
hym vader a colour and p;etence of ſla⸗ 
ues, ccrtayne of his chiete capptaynes, 
of whiche one called Lucius Dtatozt- 
us was halfe knowen of his ennemies, 
bycaule they had bene ofteto gether in 
warre,L clius,to hide what he was,toke 
a ſtaffe,and cozrected hym lyke a ſlaue. 
Tarquinius ſuperbus the father,ſup- 
p oſynge that it ſhulde make greatly ko 
his putpole, if the chiete of the Gabiens 


wcreſlapuc, bycauſe he wold commit to 
no 
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no man his mynd, he anſwered nothtn 
to the meſſanger ſente frome his — 
but 8 gardein, 
with a lyttell rodde ſtrake of the heades 
of the hyeſt poppies, the meſſãget retoꝛ⸗ 
nynge ayen without any aunſwere told 
the younge man Tarquinius, what he 
hadde ſene his father do, and he bnder- 
ſtode, that the chiefc of the citie were ſo 
to be ſetued. 

C. Ceſar miſtruſtinge the Egiptians. 
made as thoughe he hadde beneſure of 
them, paſſynge the tyme there, in behol⸗ 
dynge the plealures,the wozkes,and oc⸗ 
cupations of 2 Cytie Alerandria , 
gyuPnge uynge hym ſelfeto bankettynge and 

eaſtynge, as one taken and enamou- 
ted with thepz commodities and pleaſy- 
ces, fallynge from his olde wonte vinto 
the maners and lyfe of the JFlerandri- 
ans, and tn the meane tyme, he pzepared 
and conueyed in to the citie a garrizon, 
wherwith he held and kept the contray. 
Uentidius in the warte of the Parthe- 
nians, perceyutnge that one Bhatncus 

a Cirreſten bozne, which = 1 
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with the Romaynes, dydde vtter vnto 
the Parthentans, all that was doone in 
the hoſte, by policye conuerted the falſe= 
bode of the batbatouſe ſtraunger, vnto 
his owne greatte pzofyte. foz he fayned 
hym ſelte to ſtande in dꝛeade, leſte thoſe 
thynges ſhulde happen, whiche he molt 
coueted: and wyſhed foz thoſe thynges 
to chaunce, whiche he feared moſt ok all. 
Therfoze he being penſiue and not a lit⸗ 
tel afrayde, leſte the Parthentans ſhuld 
come vpon him and paſſe ouer Euphra 
tes, befoze that his legvons coulde te- 
pape vnto hym, which were in Cappa- 
docia beyonde Taurus, he wente erneſt⸗ 
lye in hande with the traytour, that he 
ſhulde by ſome ſolemne and accuſtomed 
poynte of falſhode, entiſe the Parthent: 
ans to paſſe ouer they; hoſt by Zeugma, 
fo2 as moche as it ſemed to be the nereſt 
wave, laying that if they toke that wap, 
he wolde lyghtly delude and auoid their 
arowes by the opoꝛtumtie of the place # 
helpe of the Hilles.fo2 if they dyd arange 
foꝛthe they army into the open champi⸗ 
on grounde, he ſhuld there ſtande in ves 

ter

ter diſpaire. The barbarouſe hoſt being 
by hym bzought into this opinion, lefte 
the hylles, and led about they: army the 
lower wave: and whyles they were pꝛe⸗ 
patynge all thynges nedefull, and lep- 
inge badges ouer the bzode water, whi⸗ 
che was a very laboziouſe and papnfull 
wozke, they ſpente and loſte aboue. xl. 
dapes: In the whiche tyme Uentidius 
had gathered his ſtrength together, and 
ſtode in a redpneſle. tit. dayes befoze the 
Parthentans came, and ſo iopned with 
theym in battaple, and (leinge the bet- 
ter parte of them, wonne the felde, 
Mithridates being encloſed by Pom⸗ 
peius, ſought meanes to flee the mozow 
folowpnge, and to cloke this his pur- 
poſe, helent fo:th his men a fozraging, 
euen vnto the valeys harde vnder his 
ennemies noſis. And furthermoze to put 
awaype all ſuſpition, he appoynted with 
manp his ennemies to talke with them 
on the moꝛowe, and commanded many 
fyers to be made thzough all his army, 
And the nyght folowpage.at the ſounde 
of the trumpette, in the leconde tyme of 
A ut watche 
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watch, he bzought foꝛthe his hole army, 
even by the tentes of his ennemtes, 
The emperour Domitian, called alſo 
Germanicus, ſekynge all meanes, how 
to repꝛeſſe the Germapyns, whiche kepte 
them ſclfes in their armour, knewe very 
well, that if the Germaynes ſhulde per- 
ceyue the commpynge of ſo great a tapi- 
tayne and emperour,that they wold pꝛe⸗ 
pate theym ſelfes to warte, with moche 
moꝛe endeuour and greter enfozcement, 
deceyued them by a pꝛetenſe of his go- 
inge into France. Ind ſo ſodenly bzake 
in vpon that barbarous and fierce nati⸗ 
on, and vanquiſſhed them, to the great 
lauegarde and welthe of the pꝛouinces. 
¶ What tyme Iſdzubal and Inniball 
his bꝛothet, lay with they: armies in ſon 
d2y placis, Claudius Nero choſing and 
ſetlyng his campe, nye vnto Fnniball, 
fo:aſmoche as the layde Nero coueted 
to matche and bꝛeke the ſtrength of Al- 
dꝛuball, befoze His bother Innibals 
ſtrength and his were ioyned togyther, 
hauynge allo lyttelle confydence in his 
obne power, made haſte to his _ 
tui 
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ted to warte ayenſte Aſdꝛuball: And to 
thende Anniball ſhoulde not percepue 
no: ſuſpecte his depareynge , whan he 
had picked out ten thouſand of the moſt 
valyant men of his hooſt, he comman- 
ded the other, that he lefte behpnde , to 
kepe watche and warde , as thep were 
wont todo, kyndlynge as many fy;es, 
and ſettynge fo:the the ſame face and 
bꝛagge of the armpye, as befoze whanne 
they laye all togyther, leſt Anniball ſuſz 
pectynge ſomewhat they: ſmal number, 
ſHuldeſet vpon them. And ſo he depar⸗ 
ted pztutly, and came to his felowe, and 
ioyned thep; armyes in one, ſufferynge 
in no wyſe the campe to be enlarged, leſt 
Al dzuball, perceyuynge ſome token of 
his commynge, ſhoulde haue refuſed to 
fyght: ſo with bothe they: powers togi⸗ 
ther, they ſet vpon hym, and ouercame 
hym, and than he agapne with all ſpede 
poſſible returned bnto Anniball. Thus 
by one poltcte, he begyled the oone, and 
oppꝛeſſed the other, two of the moſte ex- 
perte and I kyltull capitaynes of Car- 

A uu thage. 
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thage. 
¶ Themiſltocles capitaine of Athenes, 
erhoztynge the cytezens to repayze ſpe⸗ 
dily their walles, whiche they had caſte 
downe by the commaundemente of the 
Lacedemoniens, made aunſwere bnta 
the ambaſſadours, ſente from Lacede- 
mon, to interrupte that their pourpole, 
that he hym ſelfe wolde come, and putte 
a wape their ſuſpition . And thyther he 
came, where fapnynge hym ſelfe ſycke, 
he dꝛoue fo2the a certayne ſpace , and 
whan he perceyued, that his cautell and 
crafte was ſuſpected, he erneſtly conten⸗ 
ded, that the rumour was falſe , whiche 
they had hcrde,requiryng them to ſende 
ſome of the noble men to Athens, which 
myght credibly inkoꝛme them of the foꝛ⸗ 
tification of the Citie: and pʒiuily cons 
ueped letters to his frendes , wyllynge 
them to retayn theſe ambaſſadours, vn⸗ 
tyll they had fully fynyſhed thepz wozk, 
and thanne after to ſende wozde bnto 
the Lacedemontans, that the citie was 
well ſtrengthned and dekenſed and that 
they ambaſſadouts and noble menne 


mpght 
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myght in no wyſe retourne agayne, be- 
foze that they hadde ſent Themiſtocles 
home. the whyche requeſte the Lacede- 
moniens were fayne to fulfplle, leſte the 
loſſe of one man ſhoulde haue bene the 
deathe of-manp. 
Metellus Pius in Spapne, beinge 
demaunded what he was mynded to do 
the day folowpnge, aunſwered on thts 
wyſe: It this cote on my backe knewe, 
and coulde vtter it, wolde bourne it. 
Whan a cettapne man axed Licinius 
Craſſus, what tyme he wolde remoue 
his armye, he aunſwered, Arte thou a- 
fratd, thou ſhalte not knowe that by the 
trompette? 


gTo ſerche out the ſecretes of 
ennemies, Capit. ii, 
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viewe and marke, of what ſtrength the 
kynges atmy was. They goinge about 
this, ot purpole let go an hoꝛſe, and tun 
nynge vppe and downe alter hym, fawe 
the place, where the parte of al 
the kynges pꝛouiſion lap, whiche whan 
they had ſhewed Scipio, the warte bp 
fyer was ended. 
¶ wohan the Carthagtnenſes percey- 
ued, that Alexanders ryches and power 
was ſo greate, that he gaped alſo after 
Iphryke, they cauſed one of they? cyty- 
z3ens Hamilchar, a quycke wytted man, 
and full ofcourage, fapninge hym ſelfe 
banyſhed, to go vnto the kynge, and by 
all endeuour and ſtudy to wynne his fa- 
uout, whiche at length obteyned, he diſ⸗ 
cloſed the kinges ſectetes vnto his con- 
trey men. 
¶ Che ſame Carthaginenſes ſent cer- 
tayne men vnto Rome, there to tary fog 
aionge tyme, vnder colour of ambal⸗ 
ſage. and ſo to eſpy from tyme to tyme, 
what they intended. | 
¶ . Cato in Spain, bicauſe he coude 
by na other meanes come to _— 
0 
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of the councille of his ennemyes, com⸗ 
manded, tit. hundzeth ſouldicrs violent 
lp to tunne al together vpon the watche 
men, and to ſnappe vp, and ſafelye to 
bꝛynge one of them to hym, whiche man 
Cato ſo racked and toꝛmented, that he 
bttered all the ſecretes of his company, 
C C. Marius conl. in the warres a- 
gaynſte the Cymbztans and the Almay⸗ 
nes, tothe entente to trye, whither the 
frenche men and the Genowayes were 
his faythfull frendes oꝛ no, ſent them a 
letter, wherof the fyzſt parte commaun⸗ 
ded, they ſhulde in no wyſe open the la⸗ 
ter parte beinge ſealed, vntyl a certayne 
tyme: Afterwarde, befoze the daye ap⸗ 
poynted was come, he ſente and requy⸗ 
red thoſe letters agayne, and whan he 
percepued by the ſeale, that the letters 
had ben opened, he vnderſtode they were 
not his frendes. 

¶ Thereis a nother way, wherby capi⸗ 
taynes may percepue moche them ſelfe, 
As Jemilius Paulus, which in the war 
of the Hettuſciens at Colonia, ſuffering 


his armyeto wander in to the playne, 
ſawe

ſawe a farre of a great flyghte of birdes 
riſe and ſodenly fluſhe out of the wodde, 
wherby he percepued, that there lap em⸗ 
buſhementes couertly. wherkoze he ſent 
out ſtrayght way outriders, and founde 
that there lape. x. thouſande of the Bo⸗ 
yens, redy to receyue the Romans. thã 
ſente he koꝛth his legions an other way 
where they were not loked foz, and on al 
ſydes dyd diſcomkite them. 
C.Lykewyſe , whan Thyamenes, the 
ſonne of Hoꝛteſtis, herde that his enne- 
mies were lodged on a mountaine, very 
ſtronge of naturall ſituation, he ſente 
his curro2s atoʒe to know, and they ma⸗ 
kynge relation, it was not trewe, that 
was ſuppoſed, he marched kozwarde: 
and as he behelde,a great flyght of fou⸗ 
les to flpe togither from the hylle ſuſpe⸗ 
cted, and in no wyſe to alight he demed, 
that the hoſte of his ennemies lap there 
couertlp,and ſo conductynge his atmie 
aboute an nother wape, he begpled the 
decepuours.

Aland Macedo, hauyng a be- 
hement and fterce army, toke euer 
this waye in warre, to fyghte in playne 
battaple. 
¶ Likewiſe C. Ceſar in the ciuil war, 
haupnge his armie by longe vſe perfect 
in feates of armes, and knowynge the 
armpok his ennempes to be ponge and 
vnerpert, alwayes endeuozed hym ſelke 
to trie with his enemy in a pyght felde. 
¶ Fabius Maximus lpenge in warte 
ayenſt Anniball, wanton and pꝛoude of 
his great vyctoztes, determyned not to 
kyght, but onely to defend # kepe Italp, 
and therby deſerued to be called Cunct⸗⸗ 
tor, a tatiet ſlowe in fyght, and pet to be 
taken fo the beſt and wyſeſt capitayne, 
¶ The Byʒantes ayenſt Philyp,eſche- 
wynge and ayoydynge all daungier of 
plapne fyght,neglectyng the defence of 
they: bozders, kepte them ſelkes within 
the munimentes of their cities and ther 
by bzought to paſſe, that Philyp W 
booze 
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ſooꝛe agreued and lothe to abyde the 


longe beſtegyng and aſſauites of them, 
wente his way. 

C Hal dꝛubal ſonne of Giſgon, at the ſe 
cond warte of Carthage ayenſt Spain, 
where as Scipio laid hard to his charge, 
deuided his army diſcomfited into lon⸗ 
d2ye cities, and therby bꝛought to paſſe, 
that Scipio, bycauſe he wolde not be 
troubled with the aſſaut of ſo many and 
dyuers cities, withdzewe his armp into 
places of reſte, foꝛ all the wynter. 
C_vobyle Anniball taryed ſtyl with his 
arinye in Italy, Scipio conueyeng his 
into Aphake,made the Catthaginenſes 


of neceſſitie cal him home to the defence 
of his owne countrey, and fo dꝛoue the 
fozce of his ennemies out of Italp. 
To conducte an armye through plac es 
beſette with ennemyes. Cap. +, 
2 Miltus Paulus conC[. conductynge 
his armie thꝛoughe a ſtrapte, nyghe 
vnto the ſee ſide the Tarentines laying 
wayte fo: hym with a nauy, and letting 
bpon his companys with Scozpions, 
coueted 
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cduered the ſyde of his hooſte, paſſinge 
koꝛthe by, with ſuche as he hadde befoze 
taken pzyſoners, fo: regard of whome, 
his ennemies fo2bare ſhotte., 

¶ vohen Agelilaus, capytavne of the 
Lacedemonians, retourned from hzi⸗ 


gia, laden with pillage a ſpoyle, his en⸗ 


nemies purſued hym, and at all places 
apt fo2 battaile, pzouoked him to fpght, 
wherkoꝛe he ſet his puſoners and capty- 
ues on both ſides his army, and lo whi- 
les his ennemies rauozed them, the La⸗ 
cedemomans at they? commoditie went 
away euen by them. 

¶ Bycauſe the ſame Ageſilaus coulde 
not paſſe with his hoſt certapne ſtraigh⸗ 
tes, detended and kept by the Thebans, 
he vaunced his banners towarde they 
citie of Thebes, whereof. the Thebans 
beinge afrayde, left the ſtrapghtes, and 
wente to dekende they? citie, and ſo Ige⸗ 
ſilaus came backe, and wente on the 
ſame waye, that he intended befoze, no 
man withſtandynge hym. 

¶ Nicoſtratus, cãpitayne of the Teto⸗ 
ltans ayenlt the Epirotes,ſeing the paſ- 


lages 
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ſages into theyꝛ bozders, were ſtraptely 


kepte ageynſte hym; he made a face, as 


thoughe he wolde bꝛeake in by an other 
place: whither whan all the multytude 
of the Epirotes ranne to defende, he lea- 
uynge there a fewe to make a ſhewe, as 
thoughe the hole hoſte tarted Nill, with 
the reſidue entred in that wape, that he 
was not loked foz. 

kruge Philip of Macedon, in his 
tourneye towarde Grece, harde that the 
ſtraytes, called Thermopplas, were ta- 
ken and kepte of his ennemies and that 
the Ambaſſadours of the Aetoltas were 
come to hym, to intreate of peace, ke- 
pynge them furely, by great iourneps, 
haſted to the ſtraytes , where they that 
were ſet to defende them, beinge care- 
leſſe and lokpnge foꝛ the retourne of the 
ambaſſadours, he paſſed the ſtraytes, 
C.vchan Jphicrates capytayne of A- 
thenes, warrynge agapnſte Anaribius 
of Lacedemon,ſhulde conducte his ar- 
my by places kepte and defended of his 
ennemies, his paſſage being on the one 


ſpde let with cleues of hylles and on — 
cr 
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other lyde with the fee, taryenge ſtylle a 
ſeaſon, there came a daye moche colder 
9 was —— 1 — no . 
pectynge hym, he pycked out all the 
ſtrongeſt of body ok his hoſte, which be⸗ 
tage warmed with wyne and ople, com⸗ 
maunded to ſwymme ſo farre by 
the ſees ſy, tyll they were paſt the roc- 
kes, and ſo buwares to ſet bpon,and op⸗ 
pꝛeſſe the kepers of the ſttaytes. 
C xohanne Cn. Pompeius coulde not 
paſſe ouer a certapne ryuer, by reaſon of 
bis ennemies, whychelaye on the other 
ſyde, he vſed this polycie, ofte tymes to 
range out his hooſte towarde the tyuer, 
and to recule ageyne to his campe, at 
lengthe his ennempe beinge perſwaded, 
that he wolde do ſo ſtylle he ſodapnly tu⸗ 
ed out, and lo wonne the paſſage. 
Alexander Macedo, beinge lette of 
Porus kynge of Inde to paſſe ouer the 
ryuer Hydalpes with his armye, bled 


this policie : Fyꝛſt he made his ſouldioꝛs 
to range oute buſyly towarde the water, 
and after that by this maner of exerciſe, 


he had fozced them to eat den fence on 


the 
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the other ſyde of the banke, he ſodeynly 
ſent ouer his armpe by the vpper part of 
the ryuer. 
P. Claudius tonſ. in the fy:ſte warte 
of Carthage, bycauſe he coulde not con⸗ 
uey his army from Rhegto vnto Weſlas 
na, by reaſon that the Carthaginenſes 
had beſette the narowe ſee, ſpꝛed abode 
a rumoure that he coulde not contynue 
the warte, bycauſe he hadde taken it in 
hande, without conſente of the people, 
t made a face, as though he wolde haue 
ſayled into Italye. The catthaginenſes 
beleuynge, that he wolde ſaple thyther in 
dede, departed thens: and ſoo he tourned 
about his ſhippes, and atriued in Sicil. 
Wohan the capitayns of the Lacedemo⸗ 
niens, had pourpoſed to ſayle otter vnto 
Sy:acuſla, and were in feate of the na; 
ute of the Carthaginenſes, whiche laye 
dekt and redy vnto warte they cauſed. x. 
ſhyppes, whiche they had taken in bat⸗ 
tayle of the Carthagin. to go out befoze, 
as thoughe they had come home agayne 
with vyctozye , cowplynge they? other 
ſhyppes vnto them on bothe ſydes, — 
at the 
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at the ſtyme alſo: vnder the whiche co⸗ 
loure they decepued the Peneans , and 
paſſed ouer. 

whan Phtlyp myght not paſſe the na⸗ 
rowe ſees, called Cyance, by reaſon that 
the nauye of the Itheniens kepte all the 
conuentent paſſages there, he wzyt vn⸗ 
to Intipater, that Tracia was vp, and 
rebelled, the garriſon, which he there left, 
by diſceyte taken and layne : wherfoze 
his wyll was, that he ſhulde ſet all other 
thynges aſyde, and folowe hym thither, 
and ſo he ozdered the matter, that the A⸗ 
thentens toke themeſſanger, that bare 
the letters, at the ſpght whereof, ſuppo- 
ſynge they had gotten knowledge of all 
the puuities of the Wacedontens,depar 
ted with their naute,and tha paſſed Phi⸗ 
lyppe the ſtraytes, no manne withſtan⸗ 
dynge hym. 

vohan Chabꝛias of Athens coulde not 
enter the hauen of the Samians, being 
keptc of by a gatriſon of his ennemies, 
that lave in ſhyppes befoze the hauen, he 
commaunded a kewe of his ſhyppes to 
paſſe by the hauen contecturpnge, that

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they, whiche lay there foz defence , wold 
make out aftertheym, and they, by this 
policie intiſed out, no man in maner re⸗ 
(pltynge.he optepned thehauen with the 
reſte of his naupe. 


C Toeſcape out of dangerous pla- 
CES, Capit. v. 


Uhan Q. Sertozius in Spapne, 
ſhulde nedes paſſe ouer a rpuer, his 
ennemies euen at hande purſupng him, 
he caſte out a treuche in maner of a cro- 
ked mone, whiche whanne he had kylled 
with wodde, and other ache lyke thyn⸗ 
ges, he ſette a fyze, and thus excludynge 
hig enmyes, frelp paſſed oucr the fludde. 
L ykewiſe Pelopidas a Theban,tn the 
warre ayenſt the Theſſalonians, ſought 
paſſage. fo: His campe conteynynge a 
great ground on the ryucr ſyde, he made 
a trenche with old houle rafters, ſtakes, 
and other ſtuffe mete to bourne,and ſet it 
on fycr, and therby kepte backe his en- 
nemycs, whyle he palled the ryuer, 
What tyme Luctattus Catulus was 
put to flyght of the Cimbriens, _ ne 
ope 
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hope to ſaue his atmpe he hadde, if he 
might dꝛyue his ennemies fromafloud, 
the banke wherof was by them kept and 


defended ;:\o he made a ſhewe of his ar- 
my, vpon a hyll not farre of from the ry⸗ 
uer , as thoughe he wolde there haue 
pyghte his tentes, commaundynge the 
hoſte not to vnlode in any wyſe, nother 
tolayedowne packe ne burden, no man 
to bzeake the ataye, oʒ to parte from his 
ſtandarde: and the better to deceyue his 
ennempes, he commaunded to reare vp 
in they: full ſpghte, certapne tentes, and 
to kendle fyers, ſome to make a trenche, 
ſome other he ſente a fozragynge and to 
gather wodde, in ſuche wyſe, that they 
myghte be ſene to go abꝛode. The Cim- 
btians ſuppoſyng, that they intended al 
ſuche thynges in very dede, chole theym 
ſelfe a place allo, 4 as ſone as they were 
(catered abzode in the countrep,to pour- 
uey all ſuchethynges, as were neceſſary 
fo: them that entended ta tary, Catulus 
got good occaſion,not only to paſſe ouer 
the ryuer, but alſo to trouble and greue 


his ennemtes. 
B itt Whan 
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when Creſus mighte in no wple wade 
ouer the ryuer Halis, nother pet coulde 
make bote 02 bydge, he caſte a dyche be⸗ 
hynde his armp,and ſo turned the courſe 
of the ryuer that waye. 
whan Cn. Pompeius lpinge at Bun⸗ 
buſe, and purpolynge nowe to departs 
out of Italy, andfo to dyffer and put of 
the battayle, foʒ as moche as Ceſar laye 
at his backe with an atmye, wolde take 
ſhyppynge, he ſtopped and cloled vppe 
ſome wayes with walles, ſome he tnter- 
cut with dyches , ſettynge bpryghte in 
them ſtakes, couered with hyꝛdels and 
crthe.ſome wapes towarde the hauen he 
fenſed with great tres, layd ouerthwart, 
thycke to gether,in gret quaniitte, which 
thyng done, vnder a colour, as thoughe 
he wolde haue helde and kepte ſtylle the 
citie, he lefte a fewe archers, to kepe the 
walles, conueyenge the reſte of his ar- 
mye bnto ſhyppe, withoute any greatte 
noyſe oꝛ buſpnes, and anon after that he 
had taken ſhyppynge, the archers folo- 
wed him by wayes well knowen in ſmal 
veſſels, and ouertoke hym, 
Whan 
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Whan * bnto Her⸗ 
tozius, hadde bzought almalle atmpe in 
Spapne into a longe wap, that was ve- 
ty natow, betwene t wo ſtype hylles, and 
perceyued, that a great company of his 
ennemies made to warde hym , he caſte a 
great dyche ouerthwarte the waye, with 
a trenche meete to bourne, and ſette fy:g 
theton, and ſo kepte of his enemyes,and 
elcaped, 
Whan Ceſar in the ciuyle warre, had 
ſette his armpe in aray agaynſte Afrant- 
us, and coulde not recule backe without 
danger, by ſtelthe bzought backe certayn 
of the fyꝛſt and ſeconde aray and caſte a 
dyche ok. rb. fote behynd them, a thyther 
after the ſonne ſet he receyued his army, 
Pericles of Athens, beynge dzyuen by 
them of Peloponeſus into a place inup⸗ 
roned with ſtype hilles, where was but 
two wayes to eſcape out, befo:e the one 
waye, where he intended to bꝛeke out, he 
let caſt a dyche of greatte bzedthe, vader 
pꝛetence to ſhutte out his ennemtes,and 
to the other ſyde he ledde his hoſte, as 
though he wold there haue bzoken foꝛth. 
B tit Wher⸗ 
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whertoꝛe his ennempes, beleuynge that 
he coulde in noo wyſe eſcape that wapye, 
whete he hym ſelke had caſte the dyche, 
withſtode hym with all theyz power on 
the other lyde. then dydde Pericles caſte 
budges, pzepared fo; the nonte, ouer the 
dyche, and that waye conueyed oute his 
army, where no man reſiſted him. | 

what tyme Coznelius Coſſus conſul, 
in the warre againſt the Samnites,was 
founde of his ennemyes in an bnegall 
and tnconuentent place, Þ. Pccius his 
chiefe capitayn,counſapled him to make 
out a [mall bande of men and to pzeuent 
his ennemies, and ſoo to take the hylle, 
pꝛoferynge hym ſelfe to be theyz guyde. 
and by that polycie his ennempe beinge 
pꝛouoked to ſtoppe hym frome the hylle, 
the conſul eſcaped, and he the ſame night 
beinge beſieged of his foes, bzake oute, 
and came agayne ſafe with his compa⸗ 
ny to the conſuls atmpe. 

L. Bylla, being betwene certayn ſtrat- 
tes at Eſlexrma, ſent vnto the hoſte of his 
enmies.deſp2ynge the capitayne of com⸗ 
munication, and ſo treated with hym of 
ccrtayn 
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certayne condittons of peace,entending 
no — — At length, per⸗ 
yng his ennemies to ware ſomwhat 
. and negligent, by teſon they were 
entred into a treatie of peace, he bake 
out by nyghte, leauynge behynde hym a 
trumpetter, to deude the watches of the 
nyght, that the hoſte myght be thoughte 
to temayne ſtylle there, commaundynge 
hym,to tary and gyue the fourth watch, 
and than to folowe after. Ind thus he 
conducted his armpe ſafely with al they? 
ſtuſte and oꝛdynaunte into a ſure place. 

The ſame man, in the warte agaynſte 
Archelaus, lieutenaunt vnto Mithuda⸗ 
tes in Cappadocta, beinge in diſtreſſe by 
reſon of an inconuentent place and mul- 
titude of His ennemies, fell to an intrea- 
tie of peace and toke a truce foꝛ a tyme: 
wherby his ennemies toke leſſe hede vn- 
to hym, and ſo he eſcaped. 

wohan Daſdrubal,Anniballes brother, 
myght not conuentently eſcape out of a 
certapne thycke wodde by reaſone the 
hyghe ways and thoſe quarters were bes 
ſet, de tel to intreate with C. Nero, pꝛo⸗ 
B v miſiuge 
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milynge to depatte out of payne, ſos 
that he wolde gyue him paſſage with his 
armp. then after he findinge certayne cas 
uillations at the conditions, dꝛoue fo:th 
moche tyme, lendynge awaye every day 
in the meane while parte of his army bp 
narrowe pathes, that were e te- 
atded. Ind after warde he fled awaye 


pm lelfe eaſily with the other kewe that 
tatied with hym. 
Spartacus by uyght ſlewe his p2iſo- 
ners, and certayne beſtes, and with their 
catcaſes fylled vp the dyche, where with 
Marcus Craſſus had encloſed hym,and 
ſo he paſſed ouer. 

The ſame man alſo, whan he was be- 
(ct in Leſbio, on that ſyde, where the hill 
was moſt daungerouſe and pitchelong, 
and therfo:enot kept, let downe his men 
with ſcalynge ropes, made of certayne 
wythes and twpgges, and by that mea- 
nes he not onely elcaped, but allo on the 
other ſyde ſoo amaled theym, that with 
Irrtiit. ſwozdes, he put to flyght certam 
great cohoꝛtes of his ennemies. 

The ſame man allo encloſed bp OW 

us 
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tinus, pꝛoconſull, pitched bp ſakes here 
| there befoze the entryng of his campe, 
and ſet theron deade carkaſes, clad and 
harneyſed lyke menne, to make a ſhews 
vnto them, that were afar of,that watch 
and warde was diligently kept, leauyng 
alſo fyʒes in euery quarter of the campe, 
vnder the which deceytfull colour, he de⸗ 
luded his enempes, and conueyed away 
his hoſte by nyght. 
Bꝛaſidas, capitapne of the Lacedemo⸗ 
niens, bzoughtein to the daungter of a 
greater multitude of the Athemens, tha 
he might make his party good with, wil- 
lyngly ſuffered his ennemtes to enuiron 
bym, to thentent that the hoſte, by ran- 
nge them ſelfe rounde about in great 
length,garland wyſe,mpght bethethin- 
ner, and ſoo he bzake out on that partie, 
where he pcepued feweſt withſtode him. 
C whan Jphicrates in Tracia hadde 
pyght his tentes in a low place, and had 
knowledge, that his ennempes lave bp 
pon an hyll nygh to hym, and that there 
was but one wayego comme downe, at 
night he commaunded a ſmalle number, 
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whiche he left in the campe,to make ma⸗ 
ny fyzes, leadynge out the reſte of his ars 
mye, and diſpoſyng them on bothe ſydes 
of the fozeſayde waye, ſuffered the bar- 
barouſe alpens to paſſe by, bzyngynge 
them euen into the ſame places of daun⸗ 
ger, that he a lyttell befoze was in, with 
the one parte of his army, he ſlewe their 
rerewarde, and with the other, he chaſe 
an apte place to pitche his tentes. | 
¶ Darius to dilceyue the Scythes, at 
his departinge lefte dogges and aſſes in 
his tentes, whole barkynge and bzap- 
inge the ennemies heryng, thought Da⸗ 
tius to be there ſtyll. 

By lyke errour the Genowapes, blyn⸗ 
dynge the Romaynes, tyed buguls here 
and there vnto trees with wythes, the 
whiche with they: ofte lowpnge, made 
the ennemies beleue the hoſt lay ſtyll. 

Hanno incloſed of his ennempes, made 
a greatte fper of ſuche ſtuffe, as bout⸗ 
neth quickely and taryeth not longe, in 
that place, where he ſawe he myght beſte 
b:cke out: then his eynemyes fleynge to 
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ſtop the other paſſage, he bzought his ar- 
my 
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my thꝛoughe the myddeſte ok the flame, 
couetyng they; kaces with they ſhyldes, 
and they legges with clothes. 

¶ Inniball purpoſynge to flee, partely 
bycauſe of the (nconuenpent places, and 
partly fo lacke of vitaile, Fabius Mares 
unus holdynge bode harde, by nyght 2. 
ed lyttell fagottes of ſmall ſtyckes to ox⸗ 
ons homes, and fpzynge the fagottes he 
let the oxen go. and wherrthe beſtes were 


| | troubled with the fyer, whiche increaſed

V vhan Fulutus Nobilioz ſhuld con- 
duct his armie from the Samnites 
vnto the Lucanians, and knew by trai⸗ 


cours 
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tours, that had left they own capitains, 
and come to hym, that his enemies wold 
ſette vppon the rerewarde, he cauſed his 
ſtrongeſt legion to go fozmoſte, and his 
cariage to come behynde, whervpon the 
ennemtes haupnge occalion, beganne to 
ryflc they fardels and catiage. here Ful⸗ 
uius appoynted. v. cohoꝛtes of the foꝛe⸗ 
ſayd legion on the right ſyde of the way, 
and. v. on the lefte and ſo his ennemies 
beinge buſy about their ſpople, he inclo- 
ſed and ſlewe chem. 

The ſame Fuluius, his ennemies folo- 
wynge hym at his backe, camme vnto a 
ryucr, the whiche not withſtandynge it 
coulde not ſtoppe hym yet by reaſone of 
the lwyfteneſſe ſommewhat hyndzed his 
purpoſe, he layd one of his legions pzt- 
uily on this ſyde the ryuer, that his ene- 
mies contemnynge the \malle company, 
that was with hym myght the boldlyer 
folowe after, this doone, the legion that 
laye in wayte fo: the nonce,bzake oute of 
they; embuſhement, and ſo diſcomkited 
they: ennempes. | 

Jphicrates,fo2 the inconucniencye of

along into Thzace, and it was told him, 
that his ennemies wolde ſette vppon the 
vawarde: wherfoze he commanded cer⸗

. Thenobledede of Alexander ol Mate⸗ 
don J thynke wozthy to be remembꝛed 
tn chis place. He leadynge his armye 
through the delertes of Aktyke, was gre⸗ 
ned with extreme thyꝛſte. whan one of 
his ſouldiouts bzought hym watet in a

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longed to the common people, therby tnz 
tendinge diſcenſion ſowed among them; 
to ſet the commons agaynſte ths lozdes; 
¶ Inntball not able co matche Fabius 
in ſtrengthe and feates of warre, thyn- 
kynge to greue hym by ſome ſclaunder, 
foʒbare to hurte Fabius landes and pol⸗ 
ſeſſions, and ſpopled other mennes. On 
the other ſpde, Fabius, to thende the cy⸗ 
tezens ſhulde not myſtruſte his fydelitie; 
gaue all his landes to the comon welthe, 
thꝛough which great noblenes of minde, 
his ttouthe and lopaltie was nothynge 
ſuſpected. 

¶ Fabius Matimus the fyft time that 
he was conſull, bycauſe the army of the 
Gaulles,the Umbrians,the Ettuſcians. 
and Samnites toyned together agaynſt 
the Homapnes, (whiche to withſtands 
he foztifted his fielde beyonde the moun⸗ 
tavne Apennine) wꝛote letters to Fulut- 
us and Poſthumtus, that laye in garrp- 
ſon to defende the citie, that they ſhalde 
remoue with theyz power to Sitium: 
whiche thynges doone, the Etruſcians 
and Umbrians dꝛewe home to defends

Sante und Saulen bam Fablus 
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and his felo we Decius did ſet vpon, and 
ouercame. | 855 
¶ what tyme a huge nombze of the Sa 
bines lefte theyz owne coſtes, and inua⸗ 
ded the bozders of the Romapnes,MPar- 
cus Curius ſent fozthe by ſecrete wayes 
a power of menne, to ſette fyer here and 
there, on theyz byllages and townes.and 
ſo were the Sabines fapne to retourne, 
and to reſcue the waſt and deſtruction at 
home , Thus Cutius withoute fyght, 
dꝛoue backe the great hoſt, and greuouſ⸗ 
ly aſſaulted they; bozders, nowe in ma- 
ner vacant, ſleing them that they caught 
here and there ſcatered. | 
¶ T. Didius myſtruſtynge his ſmalle 
nombre, ſought meanes to pꝛolonge the 
battayle, vntyll the commyng of certain 
—— that he loked foꝛ: and whan he 
allo perceyued, that his ennemtes went 
to mete, and kepe backe the legyons, he 
called his ſouldters together. comman⸗ 
dynge them to be in a redynes to fyghte, 


gyuynge them warnynge, neglygentely 
Cn t0 
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to kepe theyꝛ pꝛyſoners: of the whiche 
ſome fled awape, and bzoughte woꝛde to 
they: companp that Didius was pꝛepa- 
red to battaple, the whiche thynge harde, 
they lefte of to lape any longer wapte foz 
the legions. by that meanes they came 
fafe without anp reliſtece vnto Didius, 
C Jn the warre apenſte the Carthagi- 
nenſes certain cities had purpoſed to fal 
from the Romapnes vnto them but kyꝛſt 
they imagined, how to get home agayns 
the hoſtages, which they had giuen vnto 
the Romapnes : Therfoze they fayned, 
that there was a great ſedytion amonge 
the bozderers, the whiche coulde net be 
aſwaged and appcaled,crcepte the Roz 
maynes ſente ouer they2 ambaſſadours, 
and whan they were lente, and come, the 
cities kepte them, as contrary hoſtages 
and pledges, and wolde not ſuffre them 
to retourne home, vntyll they had recet- 
ued agayne theyzowne. 
C The Komayne ambafſadours, ſente 
vnto kynge Antiochus, which had nowe 
after the conquelt of the Carthaginens, 
Annibal in court with him, whole 2 
aple 


ſaylehe moche vſed ayenſt the Romay⸗ 
nes, bzought to paſſe by their ſondzy tal- 
kynges with Annyball, that the kynge 
ſuſpected him, whyche befoze was great- 
ly in his fauour,and wozthy ſo to be both 
fo: his wylyneſſe, and greate experience 
C©-Petellus, ug 
us. warrpnge agaynit Ju⸗ 
gurth, coꝛrupted the ambaſſadours lent 
to hym, that they Chuld betray Jugurth, 
Allo whan other came, he dyd lykewiſe. 
and euen ſoo vſed theym, that were the 
thirde tyme lent to hym. But as foz the 
takynge of Jugurth, the matter wente 
ſlowely fozwarde, foꝛ he wold haue him 
delyuered alyue: but pet he wzoughte a 
great feate by this polycie foz whan the 
letters, that he addꝛeſſed to Jugurthes 
frendes, were intercepte and taken, he 
ſlewe theym all, and beynge ſpoyled of 
his counſaylours, he coulde afterwarde 
gette no krendes. 
¶ vohan that C. Ceſar had taken a cer - 
tayne water lagger, and had knowlege 
by hym, that Afranius a Petteius that 
night wolde remoue thepꝛ tentes, he pur · 
Cut poſpuge 
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poſpng to lette his ennemies of their ffs 
tent, withoute verynge of his armye,bp 
and by in the begynnynge of the nyghte, 
made his men to crie and cal foz veſſels, 
and to d2yue mules with moche noyſe a⸗ 
yenſt the campe of his aducrſaries , and 
to contynue that noyſe the moſte part of 
the nyght: and ſo made them beleue, whit 
che of purpoſe he cauſed to tary ſtyl that 
he hym ſelfe had remoued. 
¶ han the Affricanes paſſed the ſces 
into Dicille, with a _ hoſte to aſſaut 
Dioniſius kynge of Siracuſa, he foz- 
tyfyed Caſtelles in dyuers places, com⸗ 
maundynge the kepers neuer the leſſe, 
to pelde theym to they ennempes, and 
whan they were dyſmiſled, to tetourne 
puuily vnto Spꝛacuſa, whiche caſtelles 
of neceſſitie the Aphucans were dꝛyuen 
to furnyſhe with gartiſons. And by this 
meanes, whan Dioniſius had bzoughte 
the armye of his ennemics, to a ſmalle 
number, as his deſyꝛe was, and had gaz 
thered his own ſtrength togither ſetting 
vppon them, banquiſhed his ennemies. 
¶ Igeſilaus of Lacedemon, * 
[re 


conducte his armye into Carta, there to 
take the aduantage of the hylles ayenſt 
his enemies, whiche were ſtronger than 
he in power of hozſemen. by the whiche 
b:agge and polycie, he entyced Tyſa- 
phernes into Caria, which done, he bzake 
into Lidia, the heed of the kyngedon of 
his ennemie, and oppzeſſynge thoſe that 


he there founde,gatte the kinges treſure.

han A. Manltus conſule, hadde 

pceyued,that his ſowidiours grud- 
ged agaynſtethemenne of Campania, 
where thep were nowe lodged, conſpp- 
rynge togyther to flee they2 hoſtes, and 
after to take away their goodes, he ſpꝛed 
abꝛode this rumour, that they ſhulde lye 
there ſtylle all the wynter. and thus they 
of their purpoſe let and diſturbed, he de⸗ 
lpuered Campania from greate perplle, 
and as tyme and occaſion ſerued, punyſ=

warre ayenſte Cylaphernes, fapned to 
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¶ what tyme the legyons of the Ro« 
mapynes were furiouſely ſette and bente 
on petyllous ſedition, Lucius Splla re- 
ſcoꝛed them from they; rage vnto a qui⸗ 
etenes by this policie: He commaunded, 
that woꝛde ſhulde be bzonghte haſtily to 
the hooſte, that their ennemyes were at 
hande, and that they ſhoulde rayſe bp a 
crye, and call them to harneys and blow 
vp the trumpettes, whereby he bzake of 
the ledition, they al togyther conſenting, 
as nede required, agaynſt their enmies. 
¶̃ what tyme Pompeius hooſte hadde 
ſlayne the Senatoures of Millan, foz 
feare of trouble and buſpnes, that might 
haue happened pt he ſhulde haue callid 
the offenders aloone to examination, he 
lent fo: them all togither as well foz the 
kautleſſe, as the ayltie,ſo that they ſemed 
to be ſent fo, fo: tome other purpole.and 
_ therefoze appered they that were fautie, 
with leſſe feare , bycauſe they came not. 
alone:andthep, whole conſcience plededd 
them not gyltie, gaue good attendaunce,: | 
to kepe them that were fautie, leſte per⸗ 
aduenture thepz eſcape and light,might 
ue 
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haue tourned them to diſpleaſure, 


C Howe to inhibir the deſyre to fy ght at 
tyme inconuenient. Cap, x. * 


. Derto2ius haddelerned by expe⸗ 
V,.tyence , that he was not able to 
matche with the hole hoſt of the Romai⸗ 
nes, therfoze to inſtructe the barbaroule 
people, that bnaduiſledly deſired to fight 
with them, he bzought foꝛthe two hoꝛſes 
befoze them all, the one luſty and ſtrong, 
the other feble d weke : and two pong me 
alſo of lyke condition, the one ſtrong and 
| luſtye, the other leane and feble. and the 
ſtrong felowe he commaunded to plucke 
of the weake hozſes tayle all at ones, the 
feble felowe to plucke of the luſty hozſes 
tayle by lyttell and lyttell. And whan the 
weake man had done that he was com- 
maunded, the e man of armes 
was ſtyl wzaſtiynge and tuggynge with 
the weake hozſe taple, and all in vayne, 
Nowe J haue ſhewed you (ſaide Serto⸗ 
rius) by this example, the power of the 
Komapnes army, he that ſetteth on them 
all together, ſhall fynde them vnutncy- 
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ble. but he hat ſetteth on them patte by 
parte, ſhall eaſply crop, and weare them 
to noughte. 

¶ when Ageſilaus, capytapne ok the 
Lacedemonites in warre ayenſt the Thez 
bans, had pyghte his tentes alonge the 
rpuer lyde, and percepupnge the power 
of his enneinies moch ſtronger than his, 
to teſtrapne his armp from raſſhe deſpze 
to fyghte, ſayde, that he was warned of 
god, to fyght on the hylles. and thus lea⸗ 
uynge a lyttel garriſon on the rpucr ſide, 
gat vp on the hylles. The Thebans, ta- 
kynge this to be done foꝛ feare paſſed os 
uer the ryuer, and the garryzon beinge 
eaſely put to flyghte, purſued very gre- 
dely after the other. and loo by inconue⸗ 
niencye of the place, they were ouercome 
of almallernombze, 

When Dcorilo, capitayne of the Daci⸗ 
ens, knewe, that the Romaynes were at 
dy[cozde amonge theym lelfes , noz yet 
thought the tyme mete to aſſaple thepm, 
fo2 outewarde warte cauſeth Cytyzens 
to growe to a conco2de, he cauſed in the 


ſyght of the people two dogges to fighte 


together, 
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together,to which moſt egrely fightyng, 
he ſhewed fo:the a wolfe. and foꝛthewith 
the dogges lefte they2 malyce, and felle 
vpon the wolte. By which example he a: 
layde and ouercame the rage ofthe bar- 
batouſe people, that other wyſe wolde 
haue toned to the Romapnes pzofytte, 


Howe to incourage and ſtomałe an armye 
to fyght. Capit. xi. 


Fabius, and Cn. Manlius conſu⸗ 
les, in warre ayenſt the Hetruſcics, 
they: atmpe tefuſyng to fyght, by reaſon 
of ſedition, fayned them ſelf to pꝛolonge 
and put of the battayle wyllyngly, vn- 
tyll ſuche tyme the ſouldtours, conſtrat- 
ned with repꝛoches of theyr ennemyes, 
deſyzed to fyght, makyng a ſolemne oth, 
that they wolde retourne ageyne with 
byctozie, 
CxvhanFuluius Nobilio: muſte ne- 
des trie the matter in fyght with a ſmalle 
armye ayenſt a greatte naumber of the 
Samnites, whiche were very haute and 
p2onde, by reaſon of fauorable foztune 
he fayned, that he had cozrupted _ 
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the Romapnes to be of ſo lyberalle and 
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the legtons to betrape their felowes, and 
that this myght be the better beleued, he 
commandedthe Tribunes, the Centus 
ttons,and all the fyzſte ozder, to bꝛynge 
togyther all the redy moneye, golde, and 


ſyluer, that they had, that he myght ſhew 


the traytours their rewarde, pꝛompſin 
to reltoze them their money agapne, wh 
he had opteyned the vyctozte, with great | 
rewardes beſpde. the whiche perſwaſton 
gaue the Romapnes greate comfozt and 
courage: wherby they pighte a ftelde bp 
and by, and gatte a wozthy vyctozie. 

¶ whan C. Ceſat ſhulde fyght agaynſt 
the Germapnes, and Ariouiltus, percet- 
uynge his ſouldiours to be of ſmall cou⸗ 
rage, ſapde in his erhoxation to them, he 
wold haue no mo that day to helpe hym, 
but the tenth legion. wherby he bought 
to paſſe, that the tenthe legion, as with a 
ſpeciall teſtimonie of maniynes, was en⸗ 
couraged, and ſo were the other fo verp 


_ Hame, leaſt thoſe alone ſhulde haue had 


the pꝛayſe of manhode. 
C.NQ. Fabius, whiche knewe bery well, 


honeſt 
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honeſt nature that by deſpite and contu⸗ 


meliouſe d they wolde be ſoone 
ono rye nchlldearnge ver 

2noo ryghte noꝛ egall d 
Penians, [ent vnto Carthage ambaſſa- 
pours, to intreate of peace, vpon certain 
condytions, whiche whanne thep were 
bought and percepued to be bnreaſona⸗ 
ble, full of inſolency and pzyde, the Ro- 
maynes army was ſtrayghte ſtp;red and 
encouraged to fyghte. 

When that F nefflans had pyghte hts 
fielde, not far — Oꝛchomeno, a citye 
that was in leage with hym, and percey- 
ued,that many ofthe armye hadde they 
chyefe ryches and treaſure within the 
campe, he commanded the townes men, 


that they ſhuld receiue nothynge into the 


towne, belongyng to his army to the en- 
tent his ſouldiers myght fyght the moze 
fiercely, knowpnge that they fought foz 
lyke and goodes. 

When Epaminundas ſhulde kyght a⸗ 
penſt the Lacedemontans, to thende that 
the ſtrengthe of his ſouldiers mighte de 
holpen with ſome feruente affection, he 
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pꝛonounced in his exhoꝛtation, that ths 
X acedemontens had determpned, if they 
got the vyctozp,to ee all the men, and to 
make they: wifes and chyldzen bonde fog 
euer, and to beate the cytye of Thebes 
downe flat to the ground. with the whi⸗ 
che woꝛdes, the Thebans wereſoo mos 
ued and agreued, that at the fyzſte bzong 
they ouercame the Lacedemontens. 
Eutidias capitayne of the Lacedemo⸗ 
mens, pꝛepatynge hym ſelfe to battaple, 
the ſame day that othcr of his companye 
had obteyned in battayle on the ſee, als 
thoughe he knewe nothynge what was 
done, publiſhed abzode, that they: ſpde 
had got the vycto: y. wherby his ſouldy⸗ 
ours were conſtant and moche imbo 
$0 kyghte. | 
T. Poſthumtus in the battavle, where 
in hehadencountred with the Latines, 
ſettynge forthe the ſhappe of two ponge 
men on hoꝛſebacke, greatly ſtomaked his 
men ot warte. ſayinge, that it was Ca⸗ 
ſto: and Pollux, whiche came to helpe 
them. and lo he recouered the kielde. 
Archidamus capitapne of the Lacede⸗ 
moniens 


where the harneys was. On the mozowe 
he ſhewed the trackes oz fotynges of the 
ho:ſes, as thoughe Caltoz and Pollurg 
hadde there ryd, perſwadynge, that they 
wolde not fayle to come and ayde them 
in they: battaple. 

C vohanPericles,(huld gyue battaile, 
he eſpied oute a certapue wodde, frome 
whens both þ hoſtes myghtbe ſene wht 
che wodde was very greate, thycke, and 
darke, dedicate to father Pluto: there he 
oꝛdeyned an image lyke a man of greate 
ſtature, boted vp aboue the myd thighe, 
in a tobe of pourple, with a greatte and 
comely buſhe of heare, ſytting on a hygh 
chartot, dzawen with whyte hoꝛſes: the 
whiche as ſone as the banners were dif» 
played, and the token of battayle gyuen, 
appered out in the ſyght of both holtes, 
and calledPericles by name, exhoꝛtynge 
and encouragynge hym, ſayenge, The 
goddis ar on the Atheniens part. — 
cau 
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sx. 1ivI. FRONT. 
cauſed his enemies at the fyzſte entoun · 
tte to tourne they; backes and flee, © 
L. Splla, to encoutage his menne to 
fyght,feyned that the goddis hadde ſhe- 
wed hym, what ſhulde befall. And after 
in the ſyght of his army, euen a lytell be- 
foze the battayle, he pzayed to a lyttell i⸗ 
mage, that he hadde from Delphis,and 
deſyzed, that he wolde haſtethe vyctozte 
to hym pꝛomyſed. 
C. Martus had with hym a certapne 
witche of Sitia of whom he fapned to 
know al aduentures, that fel in batayle, 
Q. Sertouus, haupnge a very batba⸗ 
tous hoſte, and dulle ot vnderſtandyng, 
iedde about chzough Luſitania, a verye 
fap;e and goodly white hynde, playnely 
affitmynge, that he knewe by her afoze 
hande, all thynges that were epther to 
be done, oz to be eſchewed, to the entente 
thoſe barbarous felowes ſhulde obey all 
his commaundementes as though they 
had come from heuen. 
Whan Alexander Macedo ſhulde doo 
ſacrifice, he wutte with a certayne water 
made by crafte foz thenonce, in the ſame

handeof the ſoutheſayer that he ſhukde 
put tnto the beaſtes bowels , the letters 
ſygnified, that the bpctozte Hulde be gi⸗ 
uen to Xlexander:the which letters quik 
ly recepued and pʒinted on the warme lis 
uer, and by the kyng ſhewed tothe armp, 
co uraged they: hartes , as thoughe god 
had pꝛomyſed them victozie. 
Epaminundas warring ayenſt the L az 
cedemoniens thought it mete to increaſe 
the good affiance of his men of armes, 
with bCome poynt of religion, toke awaye 
by nyghte the harneys and armure, that 
was offred and ſet vp to ado2ne the tem- 
ples, perſwadynge his ſouldiours, that 
the goddes kolo wed hym in his tourney, 
to ayde and helpe them in battayle. 
¶ wyhan Agelitlaus had taken certayne 
of the Perſians, whole appozte was ve⸗ 
ry terrible, as longe as theyꝛ apparayle 
was on, whome he ltryped naked, and 
ſhewed they: whyte and cffempnate bo- 
dies to his ſouldiars, to the entente they 
myght deſpice them. 
Gelo the tyzan of Spꝛacuſe, entrynge 
warre apenſte * ” 
a 
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had taken many of them, bzoughte koꝛth 
the weakeſt and moſt vncomly perſons, 
naked in the ſyght of al his atmp, to pcr- 
ſuade them, that they were but wzetches, 
and men wozthy to be deſpiled, 

Cyʒus kynge of Perle, intendynge to 
concitate the myndes of his people, to 
wery and angre them with paynefull la⸗ 
bout, helde them all dare at wozke, and 
vtterly tyꝛed them in hewynge vp a cer- 
tayne wodde: and the mozowe after he 
made fo: them a verye plentuous feaſte, 
demaundynge in the feaſte tyme, whiche 
daye lyked them beſt. Ind when they all 
alowed the paſtyme of the daye pzeſente, 
And yet theſe (@ he) muſte he come by by 
the other. fo2 excepte ye fyzſte oucrcome 
the Medes, ye can neuer lyue in fredome 
and at pleaſute. v hetby they toke great 
courage and deſyʒe to fyght, and ſubde- 
wed they ennemies. 

Bycauſe L. Sylla in warre ayenſt Te: 
chelaus Mithudates lteuctenant at Pts 
rea, perceyued his ſouldyars had lyttell 
courage to fyght he ſo weried them with 
continuall labour, that they were glad to 


deſpze,

Howe to put awaye feare, that ſouldis 
outs conceyue in all vnlucky 
chaunces.

Cipio, conucytnge His hoſte oute of 
Italy into Aphꝛike, in landynge, by 
chance flypte and cought a fall and per» 
ceyuynge that his ſouldtours were thet⸗ 
at abaſhed, with gleatte conſtancye and 
bolde (tomake. tourned that, whiche cau 
ſed feare, into comfozte, ſayinge, Darke 
what Jſaye my ſouldtours, J haue fal- 
len vpon Aphrike, and oppꝛeſſed it. 
Mhan C. Ceſar. takynge ſhyppe har 
to falle he ſayd, Þ perceyue O countrey, 
what thou meaneſt. By whiche interpꝛe⸗ 
tation he bꝛoughte to paſſe, that they all 
beleued he ſhulde ſafely retourne from 


whence he departed, 
Dit Sem⸗ 


C Sempzontus Gracchus conſule, his 
hoſte beinge ranged in battaple ayenſte 
the Picentes, and bothe partes beynge 
confounded with a ſodeyne erthe quake, 
comfozted and couraged his men to in⸗ 
uade they; ennempes, beinge fuperſtitt- 
ouſely amaſed, and by this crho:tation 
he ouercame his ennempes. 

han Sertouus ſawe, that the oute⸗ 
ſyde of his hozlemens tergates, and the 
hoꝛſes bꝛeaſtes ſodeynely, as it had bene 
by ſome wonderkulle pꝛodigte, appeted 
blouddye, he by and by expounded it to 
be a playne token of victoue, bycauſe 
thoſe partes of the ſhieldes and hozſcs, 
arc wont to be ſpunkeled with the bloud 
of they: ennemies. 
C Epaminundas perceyuynge that his 
ſouldiours, were fadde and ſozowkull, 
bycauſe that the banner clothe, was blo⸗ 
wen of by a great wynde, and caryed in 
to a graue, where a Lacedemontan-had 
ben buried, ſayd Be not afrayde my ſous 


diars, this ſygutfieth the deathe of the 
Lacedemomens, fo: ſepulchers be adoz⸗ 
ned with funerals. 


The 
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The ſame Cpaminundas ſeynge his 
ſouldtours were afrayde with a flaake 
of fy:e,that fell from heuen in the night, 
ſayd, Surely god ſheweth vs thts light, 
in token of comkoꝛte. 

Is he an other tyme, beinge redye to 
fyght ageinſt the Lacedemontans, wold 
haue ſytten downe, by chance his chapꝛe 
tell vnderhym : wherof his ſouldiours 
were greatly abaſhed, ſaying, that com- 
moniy ſuchechaunce betokened greatte 
mylkoztune. No not ſo,quod he, but here 
by we be watned that it is no time nowe 
to ſytte. 

L. Sulpitius Gallus, knowynge that 
the Eclyps oi the mone was at hand leſt 
his ſouldiouts ſhulde take it foʒ a heupe 
token, warned them therof betoze hand, 
declarynge vato them al the reaſon, and 
cauſes of the eclyps. | 

1 ykewyſe dyd Fgathocles Diracuſa- 
nus in warre avenſt the Pemtans , what 
tyme the eclypſes happened, the day be⸗ 
fo:e they ſhulde fyght,expounded all the 
rcaſon therot vnto the armie, leſte they 
ſHulde take any conceite therat, ⁊ taught 
D tit them 
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them, that what ſo euer chanced there, it 
was by courle of nature, and not appers 
tayned to they} affaires. 

Whan on a tyme thete fell a great and 
terrible kluſhe of lyghtnyng in Pericles 
campe, and made his ſouldiours great- 
ly afrayde, he callyd them togyther, and 
tn all theyz ſyghtes with two ſtones bra⸗ 
ten togyther,ſtrake oute fyʒe, ſhewynge 
them, that lykewile the vyolent daſhing 
to gyther of contrary elementes,and bꝛe⸗ 
kyng out of the tloude, cauſed the lyght⸗ 
nynge, wherby he alayde all theyz troy- 
ble and keare. 

Whanne that Time theus of Athens 
ſhulde fpght by water ayenſt the Cozct- 
teens, and the ſhyppe laylynge fozthe to 
encounter their enemyes, the ſhyp may- 
ſtet heatynge done of the rowers (nyſe, 
was going backe than ſaid Timotheus 
vnte hum, What atte thou amaſed to

nauie, as a pꝛodigtoule foztoken of ſome 
myſaduentute he ſayd, Nowe lyzs ts the 
chief time to encounter with our enmies, 
whan Jupytet the great God hym ſclfe, 
ſheweth his pawer 80 be pꝛeſent with vs, 
Thus endeth the fy:lte boke.

Publius Scipio 


Haſdruball capitapne of 
the Pentans had ranged 
| out his armpe carelp in 


the moznyng, befoze they 
D Utt b:ake 
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bꝛake theyr faſte he kept in his, vnto the 
vit.houre, comanding thc to ſyt atreſt, x 
take their repaſt. and whan his enempes 


with hungre, thyzſt, and longe taryenge, 


were nowe tyred in they: harneys, and 
beganne to recule to their campe, ſodenly 
he ranged fozthe his hoſte, and gyuynge 
battaylc, ouercame them. 

Whan that Metellus Pius warred a- 
gaynſte Herculeius in Spayne, and that 
this Herculeius by and by at the ſpꝛynge 
of the day, hadraynged out his army e⸗ 
uen vnto Metellus campe, the ſeaſon of 
the pere beinge moſte fetuente and hote, 
he kepte his in vnto the. vi. houte of the 
daye, and ſo his men beinge kreſſhe and 
luſty, ouercame calclye the other weryed 
with great heate. 

vohan the ſame Metcllus iopning his 
power with Pompetus agaynſt Serto- 
tius in Dpayne, had ofte tauged out his 
armye,his ennemie euermoze refuſynge 
to fyghte, bycauſe he thoughte hym ſelfe 
not able to matche them bothe:after on a 
certayne tyme, he percepued, that Ser⸗ 
to:tus ſouldiours were greatly encoura- 
ged 
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ged to fyght, valyantly exerciſing feates 
of armes, chargynge and dilchargynge 
their ſpeares, thought it beſt to fo2beare 
fo: a tyme, tyll that thep2 heate and cou⸗ 
rage were abated: and lo reculed his ar⸗ 
mpe a cauſed Pompeius to do the ſame, 
Poſthumtus in Sicile laye with his 
hoſt.ttt, myles from the Pentans,the dt: 
ctatours wherof ranged out their army 
dayly cuen befo:ze the Komapns campe, 
the whiche he reliſted with a lytell bende 
of men, and mal ſkyunytſhes, ſtanding 
euen befo:e the trenche. Whiche cuſtome 
thePentans nowe deſpiſyng,he keping 
the relidew within his campe kreſhe and 
redye, after his olde wonte, with a fewe 
ſuſteyned thaſſault of his ennemies, and 
kept them ſkyzmyſhyng longer than he 
was accuſtomed. And thus they weried, 
and ſoꝛe an hungred, after the.vi.houre, 
beganne to recule, whome Poſthumiys 
with his army kreſhe x luſty, vaquiſhed. 
Fozalmoche as Jpbicrates of Athens 
had knowledge, that his cuncmies,con- 
tinually vſed to eate at a certayne tyme, 

he commaunded his men to take theyr 
D v tepalt 
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repaſt moze timely, and ranged them out 
in battavle, and ſettynge vpon his enne⸗ 
mies, he ſoo dalyed with theym, that he 
neyther wold gyue them batayle, noz yet 
ſuffer them to departe. nowe whanne it 
dꝛewe towardenyghte, he reculed backe 
agayne, kepynge his men neuer the leſle 
redy in they: harneys: and whan his en⸗ 
nemyes beinge weryed, not onelye with 
ſtandynge at they: defence, but alſo with 
longe faſtyng, made haſt to refreſhe their 
bodyes, and to take they: repaſte, Iphi⸗ 
crates againe bꝛought foꝛth his army, # 


let vpon his ennemps being varedy and 


out of oꝛder. 

The ſame Iphicrates warringe ayen(t 
the Lacedemonians, kepte his campe a 
longe (pace, harde by his ennemtes, and 
bath parties went fozth at certayn dewe 
tymes a fozragynge. On a certayne dap 

he ſente abzode aboute they? buſynes the 
* flaues agdd:udges of the armye in loul⸗ 
ae kepynge the louldiors 
ſtil within: nd whan his ennemies were 
(catered abzode foꝛ lyke bulines, he wan 


they: campe by aſſault,and the vnarmid 
rct0z- 
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retomynge vnto the roze,and noyſe here 
and there with they: burdeyns, he eaſely 
epthcr ſlewe, oz toke puſonets. 

vc han Wrginius conſull ſawe afar ok, 
his ennemies racynge out all abzode, he 
commanded his to pitche theyꝛ dartes in 
the grounde, and teſte them: then with 
his army luſty and freſche he ſette on the 
other nowe almoſt bzeathelelle, aud put 
them to flyghte. 

Fabius Marimus knowinge, that the 
frenche men x the Damnites, were moſt 
valiant at the fyꝛſte bꝛayde and that the 


courage of his men grewe and encreaſed 


mozeand moꝛe as the fyghte continued, 
commaunded his fouldiours, that they 
ſHulde be content at the fyꝛſte encountte 
toſuſteyne and fo2bere, that ſo with tart- 
enge they myght wery thep2 ennemyes, 
the whiche thynge luccedynge he lent in 
ſocour vnto them, + with al his ſtrength 
in the vawwarde, oppꝛeſſed and ſubdu⸗ 
ed his ennemies. 
Philip at Cheronea remembꝛyng that 
he had warryours hardened with longe 
vle and ercreyle, and that the * 
£8 
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ſes were quicke and fycrce,but vnererct» 
ſcd,and onely vyolent at the fyꝛſte bzayd, 
he of pourpole pꝛolonged the battaple. 
and anone after, the Athenienſes kapn⸗ 
tinge, he auanced his baners moze fierce 
ly fozwarde, aud ſlewe them. 

¶ The Lacedemonians, beinge certift- 
ed by theyꝛ eſpyes that the Meſlentans 
were let on ſuche a rage, that they came 
to battayle, with theyꝛ wyues and chyl- 
dꝛen, differred to fyght. 

When Ceſar in the cyuill warte, had 
encloſed the hoſte of Aﬀfranius and Pez 
treius within a trenche, he pyned theym 
with thyꝛſte in lo moche that they therbp 
exaſperated, diſtroyed all that withſtode 
them, and pꝛokered to fyght : Celar kept 
in his men, luppoſynge it no mete tyme 
fo: battayle, whan yze and diſpapꝛe Had 
inflamed his ennemies. 

It is plapne, that Jugurthe, haupnge 
wel in mynd the puiſſance of the Romat- 
nes, bled alway to gyue battayle toward 
nyghte, to the entente, that it his menne 
ſhulde be put to klyght, they myght haue 
the opoztunitie and ſuccour of the nyght 
to 
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to hyde them. 

Lucullus in warre atenſt Mithudates 
and Tigranes in Armenia the greatter, 
at Tigranocerta, whan he hauynge but 
rv. thouſande men,and his ennemys an 
{1numerable multitude, whiche therfo:e 
were vnrulye. toke this aduauntage,to 
nuade his ennemies oute of araye and 
oder, and lo fozthwith diſparpled them, 
that the kynges them lelfes were fapne 
to caſte away their cote armure and flee. 

Claudius Tiberius Nero, in warre a⸗ 
penſt the Pãnoniens ſeing the fierce bar 
barous felowes come foꝛth in aray early 
in the moznynge, kepte in his, and ſut⸗ 
kered his ennemys to be beaten with the 
myſte and rayne, as it chaunced the we⸗ 
ther to be very koule that daye. and after 
whan he percepued their courage fayns 
ted, and their bodtes were ſooꝛe weake⸗ 
ned with the rayne and longe ſtandyng, 
the token of battaple gyuen, he aſſayled 
and ouercame them. 

Whan Celarin France had percepued, 
that Atiouiſtus kyng of the Germayns, 
had an oꝛdynaunce in maner of a lawe, 
not 
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not to fyghte in the wane of the moone, 
than chiefly he ioyned batayl with them, 
and oucrcame his ennemies, entangled 
and lette with their ſuperſtitious oblet⸗ 
uynge of the tymes. 

Ueſpaſian the emperout on the ſaboth 
day, whan it is not lauful fo: the Jewes 
to do any erneſt buſpneſce, aſlaulted and 
ouercame them. 


To choſe a place to fy ght in. Cap. ii. 


Arcus Curius perceyuynge, that 
kynge Py;ryhus armye, beinge at 
large, myght not be reſyſted, dyd his in⸗ 
deuour to fyght in ſttayte places, where 
they thꝛonged togythet, myght be a lette 
to them ſelues. 
¶ Cn. Pompeius in Cappadocta choſe 
a hygh place, and theron pight his ten- 
tes, where the ſtypyng of the hyll holpe - 
the coutagtous ſettynge out of his ſouls 
diours, and fo he eaſilo ouercame Mi⸗ 
thudates even with the violent deco urs 
and delcendynge do wne from the hylle. 
¶ vchan C. Ceſat fouaht againſt Phar 
naces, Mithzidates ſonne he 1 
is 
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his aray on a hyll, the whiche thyng got 
hym ſpedy vyctone. Foz the dartes thꝛo⸗ 
wen from aboue, vppon the barbaroule 
people, that came vnderneth , fozthwith 
put them to flyght. 
¶ vohan Lucullus ſhulde fight ageinſt 
Mithudates, and Tygranes in Arme⸗ 
nia the gretter at Tygranocerta he toke 
quyckely the playne toppe of the nexte 
hylle, with parte of his armie and kroo 
thens ruſhed di wne vpon his ennemies 
vndernethe, and inuaded their hoꝛlemen 
on the one ſyde, and puttynge lomme to 
klyght, ſome oute of arape ſo purſewed 
then, that he retourned with ryght noble 
vyctozie. | 
Ventidius agaynſt the Parthians mos 
ued not once his armye, betoꝛe his enne- 
myes were within halfe a myle of hym, 
and then with a ſodeyne race he marched 
ſo nete them, that they: attowes, whiche 
dyd good ſeruice a fatte of, coulde nowe 
do hym no harme nere hande. By which 
policie, and with a luſtye bolde courage, 
as thoughe he myſtruſted nothynge, he 
quickely vanquyſſhed and on the 
at- 
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darbarous people. 

Wen Anniball ſhulde fyghte —— 
Marcellus at Numyſtron, he fenſed his 
armye on the one ſyde with holowe bꝛo⸗ 
ken waves: and vſpnge the naturall (p- 
tuation of the place, to: a foztifycation 
and defence, he ouercame a ryghte woz- 
thy capitayne. 

¶ han the ſame Anniball at Cannas 
knewe that the bzooke Uolturnus, farre 
paſſynge the nature of other ryucrs,ſcnt 
out in the moznynge excedynge ay2e and 
wynde, which repled and blewe vp land 


and duſte he ſo oꝛdered his battaple that 


all the vpolence therof, ſhuld be on their 
backes, and in the faces and eies of the 
Romapynes : by the whiche incommodi⸗ 
ties wonderfully greuing his ennemies, 
he opteyned that famous and notable 
bycto2e. 

¶ vohan Marius ſhuld fyght on a dap 


Deuche men, he fpzſte ſtrengthened his 
ſouldiours with meate, and than cauſed 
theym to teſte befoze the campe, to putte 
theyt ennempes to the moe peynes, in 

tra 


appoynted agaynſt the Cymbaens, and 
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tra uap nge the ſpace that laye betwene 
bothe hoſtes. and whan he had put them 
to this labour, he added therbnto an o- 
ther tncommoditte, that is to ſay, he (oo 
choſe his grounde, and o2dred his aray, 
that the wynde the duſte, and contrarye 
ſonne lape in the face of his ennem ies. 

Epaminundas capitayne of the The- 
bans, rangynge out his army ageynſte 
the Lacedemontans, commaunded the 

ho:ſemen to race out befoze, and to reyſe 

vp a greate duſte in his ennemyes cies, 

pꝛetendynge as thoughe he wolde haue 
let vpon them with the hoꝛſemen condu⸗ 
cted the fote men from that parte, where 
the hoꝛſe men were, and came behynde 
on they2 backes bnwares, and ewe the, 

The hundꝛed againſt an innumerable 
multitude of the Perſians, kept the ſtrai 
tes of the hil called Thermopylas, where 
mought but like nomber of men mete to⸗ 
gether to fyght, and by that meanes, as 
touchyng the meting together,they were 
equall in nombꝛe with the barbarouſe a= 
lyens, and beinge moche moze valpaunt 
in warte, lewe a great nombze of them. 
E neyther 
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neyther had they ben ouercome, 
the traytour Ephialtes had led theyz en⸗ 
nemys about, and oppzeſled them on the 
backe ſyde. 1 
¶ vohan Themiſtocles capytayn of As 
thens percepued, that it was moſte pꝛo- 
fytable fo: the Grekes,to ttie the matter 
agaynſte Xerres multitude, in the ſtray⸗ 
tes of Salanes, and could not perſwade 
the cittes therto, by polycte he bzoughte 
to paſſe, that his enemies compelled the 
Grekes to do accozdynge to his adupſe: 
diſſemblynge with Xerres, as though he 
wold betray his contrey, ſent him wozd, 
that the Atheniens intended to flee , and 
that it wolde be a very harde thynge foz 
hym to lay ſiege to al their cities. Wher⸗ 
by he perlwadid the barbarous hoſt, whi 
che was diſquieted, with lyenge out all 
nyght in watche to fyght with the Athe- 
niens,freſh and luſty, euen in thoſe ſtrat⸗ 
tes, that he deſyzed, where in no wiſe Xer- 
res coulde vſe his greatte noumber of 
ſouldiours.

Uhan Cneus Scipio in Dpayne 
agaynſt Hanno , at the towne na- 
med Indibilis, percepued,that the army 
of the Carthaginenſes was on thts wiſe 
ozdered, that in the right wyng were the 
Spanpardes, a ſturdy kynde of ſouldi- 
ours, the whiche not withſtandyng had 
nowe in hande an other mannes matter: 
and in the left winge were the Aphziens, 

not all thin 
lynes, but of moche moze conſtant mynd 
and purpoſe: he bzought backe and with 
d:ewe the lefte wpnge of his armpe, to 
the ryght wynge, whiche he furnyſſhed 
and beſette with moſt valyant warrioꝛs, 
and ſo aſſayling the weakeſt of his enne⸗ 
mies, with the ſtrongeſt of his army, and 
vanquyſhynge the Ipbziehs, he ealilye 
conſtrayned the Spanpardes, whiche 
ſtode as though they had ben lokers on, 

Artaxerxes, in battail agaynſt the Gre: 
kes, fo:as moche as he had the greatter 
nombze, deuyſed his araye to be ſpꝛeade 


bꝛoder then the hoſt ot᷑ his ennemys, and 
E u ſette 
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off 


rocky hylle behynd vynes : Liuius Das 


ſet the hoꝛſe men tn the koꝛe frunte, and 
the lyght harnepſed in the — — d lo 
cauſed the mydward to pꝛocede lomwhat 
ſofter foʒ the nons, wherby he incloled 
the hoſt of his enmtcs, and ſo flew them. 
¶ Contrarywyſe Inniball at Cannas, 
ſomewhat withdzawyng the wynges of 
his hoſte, and aduancyng fo:th the mids 
warde, at the fyzſte bzunte aud metynge 
d:oue the Kotmnapnes backe, but whan 
they were nowe ioyned tnfpght,the wins 
ges at a certayne watche wozd comming 
fo:warde, the mydwarde gyuynge ſom⸗ 
what backe, encloſed theit enmtes, wht- 
che gredily folowed the mydwarde: and 
ſo pꝛeſſed them on bothe ſydes and ſlewe 
them, vſynge the polycie of the olde and 
longe taught armpe. Foꝛ this maner of 
oꝛder and atap, ſcaſely any man may ca- 
{ily put in vre, but namely he that is an 
experte warriour, redy at all poyntes. 
¶ Aſoubal in the ſecond warre of Cats 
thaginenſes, ſought meanes to auoyde 
the neceſſitie of fyght, and therfoze con⸗ 
ducted and lay with his hoſt on a rough 


linato: 
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linatoz, and Claudius Nero bzotught all 
their power vnto the ſyde wynges, lea- 
uynge the foze frunt voyde, and (oo lets 
tynge vppon hym on bothe ſydes, ouer⸗ 
came hym. | 

¶ Xantippus capitayne of the Lacede- 
moniens tn Aphuke, ageynſte M. Attt- 
lius Regulus, ſette his lyght harneyſcd 
in the koz warde and in the rerewarde the 
chieke and ſtrengthe of all the hoſte, and 
comanded other his ſouldioꝛs atter they 
had flung their dartes Þ they ſhuld giue 
place to their ennemies, and as ſoone as 
they were come agayne into their oꝛder 
and araye,by and by they ſhulde rounne 
fo:the on eche lyde, and bzeake out agein 
from the wynges, and ſo gette behynde 
their ennempes: that whan their cnne- 
mies were nowe come, and teceyued of 
the ſtronger warde, they myghte incloſe 
them rounde aboute. 

¶ Sertozius vſcd the ſame keate in 
Dpayne ageynſte Pompey, 

¶ Cicandudas a Lacedemonie againſt 
Lycaonos ſet his hoſt very thicke thꝛon⸗ 


ged togyther that it myght muſter moch 
E tit lelle 
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leſſe than it was, and his enemtes ther- 
by takynge the leſſe regarde, euen in the 
very fyght, he opened and deuyded his 
02dcr and arraye into ſyde wynges, and 
ſo incloſng his enemys, diſtroted them. 
¶ xvhan Caſtronius of Lacedemonig 
came to ſuccour the Jegyptians againſt 
the Perſeans, knowynge that the Gre- 
kes were the better menne of warte, and 
moe dꝛeade of the Perſeans, they: ar- 
mure and apparell chaunged, he let the 
Grekes in the fozefrunt , aud whyle they 
held the Perſeas hard, # egally matched 
them, he ſent totheym a bande of the E- 
gyptians armed lyke Gtekes, the Per- 
ſcans, whiche were ſcante able to reſpſte 
the Grekes, whom they toke foz Aegyp⸗ 
tians, nowe perceypuynge an other mul- 
titude come vpon them, whome they be⸗ 
leued to be Grekes, were vttcrly dilmai· 
ed and fledde. 
Cn. Pompeius in Albania perceys 
uinge that his ennempes were ſtronger 
bothe in nombze, and of hoxfe men, coin 
manded his hozle men, that in the ſtrai⸗ 
tes, nere vnto a lyttell hyll, they ſhoulde 
coucr 
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nes they be ſene: Then to march 
fo:th on hoztebacke, and as it were to go 
fozthe befoze the fotemen 2: and charged 


them alſo, that at the fyzſte aſſaulte, they- 


ſhoulde gyue backe, vntyll they came to 
the fote men, and thenne flee out in ſyde 
wynges: the whiche thynge doone, the 
place betnge dyſcouered, the battayle of 
the fote men appered ſodenly in the mid- 
des, ⁊ inclolyng his enmys, ſlewe them, 
¶ vohan Anmiball in Aphrike agaynſte 
Scipio, had furnyſhed his army of Pe⸗ 
ntans and other that aided hym, Foz he 
had in his hoſt ſtraungets not onely out 
of dyuers partes, but alſo of Jtalye:nert 
to. Ixxx. elephantes, whiche he hadde ſet 
in the fozewarde, to trouble and bꝛeake 
the arrape of his ennempes, he ſette the 
frenchemen, Genowayes,Baltares,and 
the Mauritans, to the intent they ſhuld 
not flee, the Pentans beinge at they; bac⸗ 
kes : and beynge let ageynſte his enne- 
mies, it they dyd none other hurte yet at 
leaſte they ſhulde wery theym: then his 
owne and the Macedons, — x luſty 

I to 


couer they; helmettes leſt by they: bright 
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to encountre with the Romapnes weri⸗ 
ed, he ſet in the myddell warde : and laſte 
of all he oꝛdꝛed the Jtalitans, whole fide: 
lytic and faynte courage he myſtruſted, 
bycauſc he had bzought many of theym 
out of Italy ageynſte they: wplles. Sci⸗ 
pio, ageynſte this ozder and arraye, ſet 
the ſttengthe of his legion, o2dred in the 
batayles in the front, the ſpeate men and 
the chiefe and ſtrongeſte ſouldiours: he 
toyned not his cohoztes to gether, but 
lefte a ſpace betwene them, thzough whi⸗ 
che the elephantes dꝛyuen by theyz enne⸗ 
mycs, myght eaſely paſſe without trou- 
blynge 02 bzeakinge the oꝛder of his bat- 
tayles : thoſe ſpaces betwene he fylled 
with ſouldiouts in lyghte harneys, that 
the arrave ſhulde not be ſene 02 ſhewe o- 
pen: whiche had in commaundement, 
that at the violent commynge of the ele- 
phantes they ſhulde eythet recule backe, 
oꝛels go a ſyde. farther he ozdepned, that 
the hoꝛſemen ſhoulde be in the wynges: 
and oucr the Romayne hozlemen in the 
tyght wynge he appoynted Leltus, and 
Maliniſſa oucr the Numidians in the 
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lekte wynge: whiche pꝛudente oꝛder, no 
doubte, was cauſe of the bictozie. 

C. Ceſar, by the ſame meanes, that is 
to ſaye, with takes, kepte of the hoked 
chatiottes of the frenche men. 

vohan Alerander at Arbela , was in 
dꝛede of the multitude of his ennemies, 
and yet neuertheleſſe had good affyance 
in the manlyneſſe of his ſouldtours , he 
fo 02dered his battayles,that they might 
tourne them lelfe euery way, and fyghte 
on cuery ſyde, if they chaunced to be en⸗ 
cloſed of their ennemies. 

Archelaus ageynſt L. Sylla, ſet cha⸗ 
tiottes, armed with hokes lyke ſythes, in 
the fronte of his battayle,to trouble and 
b:eake the array of his ennemies, tn the 
ſeconde battayle he ſette al the foote men 
in attay after the facton of Macedons: 
in the thyzde battaylle, as the Romap⸗ 
nes bled, he ſette them that came to apde 
hym myngled with that were 
fiedde out of Italie, whole conſtancy he 
moche truſted : the lyght harnetſed he ſet 
vttermooſte of all. Than to incloſe his 
ennemues he oꝛdred his hoꝛſemen in two 
E b wyn⸗ 


wynges,of whome he had a great nume 
ber. Agaynſt theſe ozdinaunces, Splla 
lette caſte a bzode diche on epther ſyde of 
his campe, the heedes of whiche he foz» 
tified with baſtiedes oz foztreſles : to the 
intent he wolde not be incloſed of his en- 


mies, and aſſayled on all ſpdes with the - 


number of fote men, and namely of the 
ho:ſemen, whiche were very ſtronge. 

Than he o2dered his foote men in the 
battayles, leaupnge ſpaces fo: the lyght 
harneyſed, and foz the ho:lemen whome 
he ſette vttermoſte of all, that whanne 


nede tequyred, he myghte (ende theym 


fo:the. Farthet he commaunded theym, 
that ſhuld defende the ſtanderde, whiche 
were in the ſeconde battaple to duue ſta- 
kes in the grounde thycke together, by⸗ 
twene the whiche, whan the waynes ar- 
med with ſythes, appꝛoched he receyued 
his atmie. Than at laſte makynge all a 
great ſhoute togyther, he commaunded 
the louldiours, that were lyght harnep- 
led, to thꝛowe their dartes, whiche done, 
the enemies waynes armed with ſithes. 
eyther tombꝛed with the ſtakes, oz feared 


with 
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with the clamour and noyſe, oz greued 
with the dartes, tourned agayne vppon 
their owne hoſt, and diſturbed and bzake 
the array of the Matedones: whiche te⸗ 
culynge backe and Sylla purſuing, Ar⸗ 
chelaus ſette to tncountre hym, his hoꝛs 
men, the whiche the hoꝛſemen of the Ro⸗ 
maynes put to flyght, and acheued the 
byctozte. 

Whan that C. Duillius perceyued his 
great ſhyps to be deluded with the crce- 
dyng ſ wirt nauy ok the nenſes,

d:yupnge their ennemies fiercely betoze 
them put them to klyght. 

F. Kuttlus Maximus in his fourthe 
conſulſhyppe, at Hammium aſſayed by 
all mcanes, howe be it in vayne,to bꝛeke 
th:ough the arap of his ennemies yet at 
the laſt he pꝛuily bꝛought in a company 
of ſpcare men, and ſent them about with 
Scipio to take the other ſyde of the hyl, 
where they might comme done on the 
backe ſyde of his ennemtes, the whyche 


thynge doone , the Romaynes courage 
encreaſed, and the Samnites being dil⸗ 
mapde, and ſeckynge to flee, were all 
togyther llayne. 


x han 
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han that Minutius Ruffus was o⸗ 
uermatched with the great multitude of 
the Scoꝛdiſciens and the Daces, he ſent 
his bzother, and a fewe hozſemen befoze 
hom, with the trumpetours, to blowe a 
larum: and ſo it came to palle, that when 
his ennempyes harde the great noyſe,and 
ſawe a face ot a great multitude appere 
out of the hylles, they were btceriy ama- 
ſed and fledde , 

Acilius Glabzio conſul, agaynſte the 
hooſte of kynge Antiochus, whiche he 
bought into Ichaia thioughe the ſtray- 
tes of Thermopplas, had not ben decey⸗ 
ued, but alſo diſcomfited by the inconue⸗ 
niency of the place, excepte he had ſente 
Poꝛtius Cato tribune to ouerth:owe the 
toppes of the mountavne Callydrontus, 
and ſo hadde ſodeynelp appieted on the 
backe ſyde the hyl,ouer the kynges cape. 
fo2 by this meanes was Antiochus hoſt 
diſturbed and put to flyght, the Romap⸗ 
nes bzeakyng in on bothe ſydes of them, 
and takynge theyz campe allo, 

vohan C.Dulpitius Petreius conſul, 
Huld fyght agaynſt the french me, he co⸗ 
maunded 
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maunded the hozſe kepers and cartcrs, 
p:tutly to conuep them ſelfe into the next 


hylles with they: mules, and to aduance 
and ſhewe them ſelfes, whan both — 


were toyned together in fight, as th 
they hadde ben hozlemen. at the 
ſyght the frenche men, ſuppoſynge that 
there came ſocout to the Romapns, gaue 
backe, where they had almoſt gotten the 
bpper hande. 

"ohan Marius, nete vnto the waters 
called Aque ſextie, purpoled the day folo 
wynge to fyght agaynſt the duche men, 
he ſente by nighte Marcellus knyghte, 
with a (mall power of fotemen, and ccr- 
tayne hoꝛſemen, on the backe ſyde of his 
ennemies, and that they myghte make a 
Hewe of a great multitude, he comman- 
ded the hozſe kepers, cookes, and drud- 
ges to goo alſo harneyſed, takynge they? 
beaſtes with them, couered and laden 
with beddynge, and other baggage, and 
to come down on the backe ſide their en- 
nemys, whan they percepued the battayl 
began, by the whiche colour theyz enne⸗ 
mys were ſtriken with fo gret feare, — 

they 
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they tourned they: backes and fled, 

¶ Licintus Craſſus in the battaylle of 
the fugittues, in the campe of Calamar⸗ 
cum, rangynge oute his army agaynſte 
Caſtus and Canimocus, capitapnes of 
the frenche men, ſente behynde the hylle 
rit, cohoztes, with C. Pꝛomptinus, and 
artius Rufus his capitains, whi⸗

che whan the battayle beganne, makyng 


ſhoute and crie, ſoo ſharpely ſet on 
eit ennemies behynde at their backes, 
that they were diſcomkited: and in euery 
place, where they ſhulde haue foughte, 
ſought meanes to klee. 

C Marcellus fearyng leſt the cry of his 
ſouldtours, ſhuld diſcloſe the ſmal nom - 
bꝛe of them, commaunded the drudges, 
hozſe kepers, and all the raſcalles, that 
folowed the hoſt, to make noyſe and crye 
to gether, and ſoo vnder the colour of a 
great multitude,he feared his ennempys. 
¶ whan Ualerius Leuinus fought a- 
gapnlt Pirrhus, and had kylde araſcall 
ouldtour, he helde vp his [wozde al blo⸗ 
dye, and made bothe the hoſtes beleue, 
that he had ſlayne kynge — 
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foꝛe his ennempes, ſuppoſyng them ſelfe 
to be deltitute, by the deathe of theyz ca⸗ 
pitapne, all abaſſhed with that lye retur- 
ned agayne into they? campe. 
¶ Jugurthe tn the batayle agavnſte C. 
Marius, hauyng knowlege of the latine 
tongue, by longe conuerſation with the 
Komapne hoſte, came cut in to the foze- 
warde, cryinge in latyne, Ego C. Marium 
occidi, J haue flapn Marius, which woz- 
des cauſed many Romapyns to recule. 
C[ MPirontdes of Athens, in a doubefull 
and daungerouſe battayle agaynſte the 
Thebans, ſodenlp lepte kozthe in to the 
ryghte wynge of his hoſt, cryenge with a 
loude voyce, that he had got the victozy 
on the lefte wynge. wherby he ſo encou⸗ 
raged his owne men, and ſo diſcomfited 
his ennemies that he gatte the vyctozie. 
¶ Creſus agaynſte a myghty power of 
hozſemen of his ennemies, ſette oute a 
great nomber of camelles, at the which 
ſtraunge ſyght, the hoꝛſes beinge ama⸗ 
ſed not onely oucrth:ewe thoſe, that be⸗ 
trod them, but alſo boze downe the aray 
of the foote men, makynge theym a ny

fo: their ennemies. 
¶ Pirchus kynge of the Epirotiens, in 
battayle with the Tarentines agaynſte 
the Romaynes , after the ſame maner 
bꝛake the arap with elephantes. 

The Carthaginenſes alſo oft tymes v- 
ſed the ſame policy ageinſt the Romans. 
¶ whan the Uolſciens on a tyme had 
pitched their tentes nere vnto groues # 
woddes, Camillus ſette fyze on all that 
wolde bourne, euen bnto his ennemies 
tentes, and bent them out of their cape. 
¶ The Spanpardes ageinſt Þamilcar 
ſette oxen in their foward with wapnes 
faſt yoked one vnto an other, and in the 
waynes layd they bzondes apt to burne, 
with dꝛie ſtyckes, myngled with bzym- 
ſtone, and whan the token was gyuen to 
fyght, they (et thole thpnges a fyze, dꝛy⸗ 
uyng the oren vpon their ennemies,and 
ſo amaſed them, and bzake they: aray. 
¶ The Phaliſciens, and the Tarquint- 
ens decked and ſet fozth certayne of their 
ſouldiours in pateſtes apparaylle , with 
fyꝛebzandes and ſetpentes, like furies of 
helle, and ſo troubled and 9 ay

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Komapnes araye. 

C whanne Athas, kynge of Scithia, 
fought agaynſt a huge hoſte of the Tri- 
bulltens, he commaunded, that women, 
cyylderne, and all that were vnmete to 
battayle, ſhulde bzynge dꝛoues of aſſes, 
and oren, on the back warde of their en⸗ 
nemies, auauncyng, and ſhewpng their 
ſpeares in theit handes:than he cauſed a 
rumour to be ſpꝛed abꝛode, that the far- 
ther Scithiens were come to ayde hym. 
by the whiche polycie he putte his enne⸗ 
mies to flyght. 


of traynes and diſceytes. Cap. v. 


Omulus lapenge parte of his at⸗ 
my in ſecrete embuſhement, appꝛo⸗ 
ched vnto the Fideniens from whom he 
fapnyng hym ſelfe to flee, bꝛought them 
haſtily purſuyng him, thither where his 
imbuſhementes lay, whiche being ſpar⸗ 
pled out of oꝛdet, they aſſayled on euery 
ſyde, and ealily [ lewe, 
Q. Fabius Maximus conſul, bepnge 
ſente to ſuccour the Suttines agayn 
the Hetrulctens, fo oꝛdeted the * 
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that the hole power of his ennemies ſet 
agaynſte hym: than diſſemblynge as he 
feared them, and as though he fled, got 
the higher grounde, on whom folowing 
him out of arap and oꝛder, he ſharply ſet, 
and not onely vanquyſhed them, but al- 
ſo gotte their campe. 

empꝛonius Gracchus ageynſte the 
Celtiberiens fyꝛſte makynge as though 
he had bene afrayde, kepte in his hoſte a 
certapne ſpace, and after warde lent oute 


the lyght harneiſed to pꝛouoke and vere 


his ennemies, and ſo to recule agayne, 


oha he had thus entyſed and bꝛought 


farther his enemies, and by chaſyng in d 
out, ſette them out of oꝛder, he ſodeynly 
ſtrake out, aſſaplynge them ſo ſoze, that 
he toke their campe alſo. 
1 Q. Metellus conſul, kepynge warre 
in Slcilia ageynſteHÞaſdzuball,was the 
moꝛe circumſpect, bycauſe that Haſ dꝛu- 
ball beſydes his great armye,hadde alſo 
the helpe of, Crrr. elephantes,fy2:ſt ther- 
foe he ſhewed to myſtruſt hym ſelfe and 
as oone diſcouraged , kepte his armye 
within the pzecincte of the citie Panoz: 
F ii mus 
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mus, caſtynge a great dychebefoze hym. 


than after perceyuynge, that Haldzuball 
hadde lette his camelles in the fozeward 
of his fielde he commaunded his ſpeate 
men, to goo and thꝛowe their dattes on 
the elephantes, and ſtreight waye to re⸗ 
cule backe into their campe, the whiche 
thyng done, the guyders of the elephan⸗ 
tes beinge ſooꝛe moued foto be mocked, 
dꝛoue their beaſtes euen into the verye 
dyche, where at the fyꝛſte being combꝛed 
and lette, ſome were flayn, and ſome d21- 
uen backe agayn vpon their owne com⸗ 
pany, to the great trouble of the hole ar- 
mye. Than Metellus, tarienge foz this 
occaſpon, auaunced fozwatde with all 
his hoſt and ſettyng on them on the ſyde, 
flewe the Pemans,x lo conquered them, 
and allo their elephantes. 

Tamirts quene of the Scythians fei- 
nynge as though ſhefoz fcare had ficd, 
entyled out Cy2us,capitayn of the Pcr- 
ſcans, vnto certayne (traytes very welle 
knowen of het ſouldtours, where ſoden- 
ly ſhe tourned her hoſte, and wanne the 
byctozie, beynge holpen by the __ 
0 
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ok the place. 

The Egiptians pitchynge their kielde 
in a matiſhe ground couerid the ground 
with reite 02 wides of the lee, and at the 
kyzſt bzonte of the battaple faynynge to 
flee, they ledde their ennemyes, that ko⸗ 
lowed and chaſed theym into the kenne, 
and ſo encloſed them. 

Uirtatus, whiche of a robber and ro⸗ 
uer, became the capitayne of the Celti⸗ 
beriens,fayninge as though foz feare he 
fled, to gyue place to the Romayn hozs 
me, bought them into a verpe foule and 
depe gogmier, and whan by ſure pathcs 
well knowen, he was eſcaped and gone, 
he ſlewe the Romaynes ignoꝛant of the 
places, and dꝛowned in mudde. 

Fulutus chyefe capytapne in the bat⸗ 
taple agayuſte the Cymbꝛians pight his 
campe very nygh his ennemyes, à com⸗ 
maunded his ho:ſemen to chaſe theym 
euen vnto their campe,p:ouckyng them 
fyiſteto fyghte, and than to fayne theym 
ſclfe to klye, and to retrace agavn. Thus 
he accuſtomed them certayne dayes, vn-. 
tyll that heperceyued, that the Cymbat= 
F ut ans. 
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ans, chaſynge theym very gredily, were 
wonte toleauethey; campe without de: 
fence: after eſpieng his time, while part 
of his armyeſkirmyſhed with them, as 
they were wont to do, conyepd hym ſelfe 
pztuly with the lyght harneyled on the 
backe ſyde of their tentes: and beinge 
out of oꝛdet, ſodeynly ſette bpon theym, 
and paſſynge ouer the bulwarke,wanne 


they? campe. 
Cneus Fulutus, whan the Phaliſciens 


Hoſte,farre greatter than the Romapyns, 


had pight their tentes in the Romapnes 
bozders, ſette on fyʒe cettapne byllages 
a good way from the hofte, by His owne 


 ſouldtozs, tothe entent the Phaliſciens, 


thynkynge their owne felowes to haue 
doone it, hte ſcattcr abode in hope 
of pyll 

Aleran rhaupng a company of Ept- 
rotes ayenſt the Jllyztens,ſent foꝛth cer- 
tapne of his men in the Jlipztens appa⸗ 
rayle, gyuynge them commaundement, 
to waſte and diſttoy his owne countreye 
Epirus : the whiche thynge, whan the 
RO elpied, they nowe careleſſe, be: 
ganne 
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anne to run fozth on every ſyde to pyl⸗ 
lage ruppotin thoſe that ſet the townes 
a fire, to be (pics a ſcoutwatches of their 
owne parte and ſo they were intiſed and 
led into daungerous places, where mas 
ny of them were flayne, and the reſt put 
Leptenes Spꝛacuſanus alſo warryng 
bpon the Pentans, commaunded to ſet 
a fyer his owne fieldes , vyllages , and 
certayne caſtelles : thePenians , ſuppo⸗ 
ſynge their owne felowes hadde doone 
that enterpꝛiſe ranne out to helpe them, 
and ſoo they were receiued, and ſlayne of 
their ennemies. 

Maharbal, ſent of the Pentas ageinſt 
the Aphztens, that rebelled, perceyuyng 
that this nation was very gredp and de⸗ 
(yzous of wpne, myngled a great quan⸗ 
titie therof with Mandzage, which hath 
a vertue to calle men into a deadeſlepe, 
this doone, he made a lyghte [kyzmyſhe 
with theym and of purpole gaue place: 
and after in the nyght fayned to departe 
thens, leauynge behynde hym, certayne 
packes in his campe, with the wpne in- 
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fected. the barbarous alyens perceiupng 
he was fled, came and toke the campe, 
and fo; toye ſoo gulled in the wpne thus 
infected, that they laye alonge ſtrayght 
on the grounde lyke dead men, Mahar⸗ 
bal turnyng ageyn, toke and flew them, 
Anniball percepupnge, that bothe his 
owne hoſte, and the Romapnes allo lay 
in ſuche places, where was but lyttelle 
wodde,leauyng foꝛ the nonce in that ba⸗ 
rayne and deſerte coſte, greate plentie of 
cattayle tn his campe, depatted thens, 
whan the Romaynes came, and kounde 
the cattayle, they lewe and eate verye 
moche of the fleſſhe. whyche coulde not 
be holſome, bycauſe they wanted wodde 
to dꝛeſſe it. Anniball knowynge this full 
well, returned by nyght, whan they fea- 
red nothynge, and were very vnluſty, by 
ceaſon of the fleſhe, that they cate halfe 
ta we, and vered them very ooze, | 
whan Tiberius Gracchus in Spayn 
hadde knowlege, that his ennemie was 
verye nedy, and troubled fo2 lacke of vis 
tayics, he fozlooke and lefte his campe, 
plentuouſly furniſhed of all maner mea⸗ 
tes 
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tes: than his enmies takyng the campe, 
# ingurgyng them ſelkes immoderately, 
became all heuy and vnluſty, Gracchus 
ſodeynly retourned with his hooſte, and 
oppꝛeſſed theym. 

They that warred ageynſt the Erithzt- 
ens, takyng a ſpye of theirs,thatlay out 
in a hygh place, ſlewe hym, and clothed 
in his apparaple one of their owne men, 
whiche gyupnge the Erith nens a token 
from the ſame place called and bzoughte 
them fozthe to theyz dilcomfiture, 

The warriers of Arabia, perceyuinge, 
that they: cuſtome was knowen, whiche 
vſedto gyue warnynge with ſmoke by 
daye time of they; ennemes comminge, 
and with fyze by nyghte, commaunded, 
that this cuſtome ſhulde be continuallye 
kept: but after theyz ennempes apꝛoched 
nere them, that cuſtome was laide alyde. 
theyz ennempes therkoꝛe luppoſyng, that 
they: commynge was not knowen , by⸗ 
cauſethelyghtes were not ſette vp after 
the olde maner, came in amonge theym 
haſtily, and were difcomfited and ſlayn. 
Alexander Macedo, his ennempe pit

chynge his tentes in the hygher ground, 
conducted parte of his hoſte aſyde, com- 
maundyng the reſt to kendle vp fpers afs 
tertheyz accuſtomed maner, and ſetting 
out a face of the matter, as thoughe the 
hole hoſt had layne ſtyll, he conueyed his 
power about by hygher regions, and ſo 
dꝛaue his enemy from the vpper groũd. 
Memnon kynge of Khodes, hauynge 
a great power of hoꝛſemen, and deſyzing 
to bꝛyng his enmp down into the valey, 
whiche kept hym ſelke on the mountayn: | 
ſent certaine of his ſouldiours, vnder the 
colour of runnagates, to his ennempyes, 
to tell, that Memnons hoſt was ſo ver- 
cd with petillous ſedition, that now one 
parte of his hoſt fell away, and after an 
other, and that credence myght be giuen 
to this theyꝛ ſayenge, he cauſed ſmal ca- 
ſtels and holdes to be furniſhed with de 
fence inthe ſyghte of his ennempes, as 
thoughe the ſeditiouſe perſones had 0z- 
deined (ach places of ſocour one agaynſt 
an other. than-came they, that kepte the 
hylles, downe into the valey, and aſſaul⸗ 
ted the caſtelles where they were by the 
| hozſemen 
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hoꝛſemen encloſed, and diſcomfited, 
Hatridas kynge of the Moloſſtens, bes 
inge aſſaulted of of Itdias llirius, wht- 
che had the greater hoſte, ſente in to the 
coſtes of Aetolta, ſuche as were bnable 
to kyght, ſpꝛedyng abꝛode a rumout, that 
he wolde gyue vp his cities to the Jeto⸗ 
lians, but he him ſelfe in the meane time, 
with all that were able to beare weapon, 
deuyſed and layde wayte in the hylles, 
and holowe wayes, wherby the Illyri- 
ens ſhulde come. they kearynge leſte the 
Aetolians wolde pꝛeuent them, and take 
all that belonged to the Moloſſtens, as 
men haſtynge to pillage, regardyng not 
they; ozder and aray, made greate haſte: 
and as they came out of oꝛdet, fearynge 
noo ſuche thynge , Harridas ſodeynelye 
b:zake out ot᷑ his inbuſhmentes, and van⸗ 
quiſſhed them. 

T. Labienus, leuetenaunt to C. Ceſar 
agaynſt the frenche men, couetynge to 
aflaplethem befoze they recepued ayd of 
the Germapnes, pꝛetended a colour of 
deſperation, and remouynge his hoſte to 


the other lyde of the water, ſpzedde a ru- 
mour 


backe ot the Romaynes, [leinge theyꝛ ca 
pitapyne wich. vin. M. valtaunt menne 


mour abꝛode, that he wolde departe the 
daye folowpnge. The frenche men, be- 
leupnge hym to flee, appoynted to paſſe 
ouer the rpuer that was betwene them. 
Labienus percepuing that, tourned his 
army, and euen in the water llewe them. 

Whan Anmball percepued, that the 
cainpe of Fuluius the Romapne capp⸗ 
tapne, was negligently kepte, and that 
he enterp2tled many thinges vnaduiſed⸗ 
ly: tn the dawnynge of the daye, the miſt 
beinge ſome what thycke, and the ayer 
therwith moche oblcured, he made a few 
of his ſouldiouts to ſhewe theym lelfe to 
thoſe that kepte watche in the Romayns 
tentes:whyle Fuluius addzeſſed hym ſo⸗ 
deynly thither warde with his hoſte. An- 
niball on the other ſyde inuadynge hym, 
toke his campe: and ſo bꝛake out on the 


of armes. 

The lame Anniball percepuynge, that 

the Romayns hoſt was deuided betwene 

Fabius, whiche was dictatour and Mi⸗ 

nutius, mayſter of the hoꝛſe menne, — 
| tha 
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that Fabius wayted nothynge but an 
occaſyon , Minutius beynge inflamed 
with delyze to fyghte, pytched his tentes 
in a fielde, that lay betwene his enemis: 
and after that he hadde layde pꝛyuilp in 
wayte a certayn of fote men in the rocky 
and holo we wapes, he ſent a company to 
tate the next hyll,x ſo to call out his ene- 
mie. Minutius had no ſooner bꝛoughte 
fo:th his hoſte to aſſaulte them. but they, 
which Annibal had layd tn wayte,arole, 
X vtteriy had deſtroid Pinutius hoſt, if 
Fabius had not ſocoured theym in they? 
great daunger. 

Whan the ſame Anniball laye at Tre⸗ 
bia, where hemighte beholde Sempꝛo⸗ 
nius hoſte, he ſette his onder capitayne 
Mago, with cholen men of armes, the 
wether beinge excedynge colde at the ri⸗ 
yer, thatranne betwene them. than cau⸗ 
ſed he the hoꝛſemen to race out, euen vn- 
to Sempꝛontus pale, therby to pzouoke 
hym to folowe them, commandpyng.that 
at the kyzſte lettynge out of the Romay- 
nes, they ſhuld recule oucr at ſuche four- 
des as they knewe well, The conſul vn- 


adut- 
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aduyſedly ſettynge vpon, and folowing 
aftcr them, cauſed that his hoſte pet fa- 
ſtynge, was clunged and froſen,by reſon 
of the keruente colde, befoze they coulde 
paſſe the ryuer. Anniball fothwith, they 
being ouercome with colde and hunger, 
ſet out agaynſte them his armye, whiche 
he had cheryſſhed foz the ſame purpoſe, 
with fyer, oyles. and meate: Mago allo 


appoynted fo: the ſame purpole, fyerle- 


ly ſet on them behinde and ſlewe them. 
The ſame manne at Tralimenus in a 
place, where a ſtravght way leadeth vn⸗ 
to the kote ot an hyll and thenſe in to an 
open fielde, fayned to flye, and eſcaped 
by the ſtrayghtes into a bꝛode fielde, and 
there pitched his tentes : and by nyght, 
ſcttynge in araye his menne of arines, 
b:ought koꝛthe his hoſte in the dawninge 
of the day, being alſo holpen with a miſt 
by the hyll that hunge over the ſtraygh⸗ 
tes on bothe ſydes: Flaminius ſtyll pur⸗ 
ſued hym, vntyll he came into the ſtray- 
tes, where he was icloled bekoze, behind, 
and alſo on bothe ſydes, and was ſlaine, 


bothe he and all his company, 
The 


L1IBER.H. 
Theſame Anniball agapnſte Junius, 
that was dictatout commanded at mid⸗ 
nyght. vi. C. hoꝛſemen, deuided into (on- 
dzy companies to ſhewe them lelfe con⸗ 
tinualliy by courſe about thepz ennemies 
tentes:and after that the Romapns with 
lyenge out in wayte al nyght in the rayn 
were ſoꝛe diſquieted and weried, the ca- 
pitayne Junins, gyuynge them a token 
to recule, Anniball bzought koꝛth his ar⸗ 
mye, that had lapne all nyght at reſt and 
muaded their tentes.

nes: and whan they were recctued in the 
tete warde, they lewe the Romayns. 
wWhan both the army of Syphax and 
alſo the Pentans hoſte, lap againſt Sci⸗ 
pio Aphucanus, he appoynted by nyght 
to ſette vpon Spphax armye with kyze, 
bycauſe there was of wodde, and other 
thynges apte to bourne great plenty: to 
the entent he myght bothe ler the Nu- 
mid ians, foꝛ feate tunnyvnge out of their 
tentes, x allorecepue the Pentans, whi- 
che no doubte wolde come kozth to helpe 
their felowes, and both came to paſſe af 
tet his owne mynde and lentence, 

¶ Pompeius keppuge warte in Arme- 
nia agaynſte Mtthzidates, whyche had 
the greatter power of hozſemen, diſpo- 
ſed by nyghte. tit. thouſande ſouldiours 
in lyghtharneys, and. v. hundzed hozſe 
men in a baley amonge the ſhzubs, be⸗ 
twene the two hooſtes, and in the mo2- 
ninge at the bzeake of the daye, he ſente 
foꝛthe agaynſt his ennemies, hozſemen 
ſo addꝛeſſed that whan the hole hoſte of 
theit enemies, ſhulde enter battaple with 


them,

them, they myghte kepe theyz arape, and 
ue backe a lyttell and lyttelle, bntylle 
ey had ſpace bnto them that lay 
in wayte fo: the ſame purpole,to ryſe be- 
hynde on the backe of they; ennemies: 
and whan they had ſo done, they turned 
agayn, that ſemed to hauefled,and ſlew 
their enmies, tremblynge foz dzede, whi- 
che they had gotte betwene theym. alſo 
the fote men appꝛochynge nere, gozed in 
the hozſes: wherby they quite abated the 
courage and great aſtiance, that the king 
had in them e of his hozſemen. 
MDithaidates, whom Lucullus ofte ty⸗ 
mes ouetcame by verp power of chiual⸗ 
tie, ſette vpon hym a — 22 
oznatynge and p nge a certain 
excellente man of ſtrengthe, callpd Ada⸗ 
thantes to tunne away vnto Lucullus, 
and kyꝛſt by all meanes to wynne his fa- 
uour, and than to ſlee hym, whych thyng 
he manfully attempted, all thoughe he 
myſte his purpole.foz not withſtandyng 
that Lucullus reteynedhym as oone of 
bis k , pet he lapde pꝛiuie wayte 
on hym,tuppoſynge, that - was "Ie 
mete 
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8 
mete,raſhly to truſt a — runnyng 
fro his capitayn, noz yet to fozbyd othet 
to do the (ame. Thi after he had ſhewed 
his dili gent ſetuice # labour in many ba 
tayles, and was put in greatte ttuſte he 
choſe the tyme foꝛ his purpole, whan all 
was atreſt and quiete in the pꝛetots pa⸗ 
uilyon: but foztune fauored Lucullus. 
fo: this felawe, that mighte at all eymes 
whan he wolde come vnto the capitayn, 
if he were waking, cam nowe by chance, 
whan he was a ſicepe. therfoze whan be 
wolde haue gone in, to the capytayne,as 
though he hadde bzought woꝛde of ſome 
ſodeyne chaunce oz other thyng nedeful, 
and beinge obſtinately kepte oute by the 
ſeruantes, that had greatte regarde vn- 
to they: mayſters heithe, fraryd leſte he 
had ben ſuſpected, and lo fledde agayne 
vnto Mithadates , dilapoynted of his 
pourpole. 
¶ Melanthus capitayne of the Atheni⸗ 
ans, whome Tanthus kynge of Boetia 
pꝛouoked vnto battayle, was no ſooner 
come within his reache, but he ſlayde, O 
Xanthus , thou doeſte vnlautullye, and 
contra- 
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contrary to thy couenant, to come foꝛthe 
agaynſt me alone man, with an other ko⸗ 
lo wyng the. whan Xanthus maruapled, 
who that ſhoulde be, that accompanyed 
hym and loked backeward, Melanthus 
ſtept in, and ſlewe hym at one ſtroke. 
C han Jphicrates of Athens, at Chez 
roneſſum, vnderſtode, that Inaxibius, 
capitayne of the Lacedemontans, ledde 
his hoſte by lande he conueyed the moſte 
valyaunt warriours out of the ſhyppes 
into a ſecrete place, commaundynge the 
Hyppes neuertheleſſe, as thoughe they 
had ben ſtyll manned with ſouldiours, to 
paſſe ouer the ſees openly, and ſo by land 
he bꝛake in behinde the Lacedemoniens, 
feating no ſuche thynge,x oppꝛeſled and 
diſcomkited them. 

¶ Fozas moche as Alcibyades, capy- 
tayne of Athens, agaynſte the capytayne 
of the Rumidians, and the Lacedemoni⸗ 
ans, had vpon the natow ſee called Hel- 
leſpontus, a great hoſt , and many ſhyp⸗ 
pes, he landed part of his ſouldiours by 
nighte, and hydde parte of his nauy be- 
hynde certayne pzomontoztes, ſaplynge 
G u fo:the 
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koꝛthe hym ſclfe with a ſmall nombze, to 
pꝛouoke his ennemies: whom makpnge 
towarde hym, he ſtyll fled, vntyll he had 
bꝛought them , where his ſhyppes lape. 
Then they fleinge and landynge, were 
ſlapne by thoſe that he befoze had landed 
fo: the ſame purpole. 
Whan the ſame Alcibiades ſhuld fight 
in battaple on the ſee, he cauſed to ſet vp 
maſtes in a certayne pzomeontozye, com- 
maundyng his men,that as ſone as they 
perceyued the battaple begyn,they ſMuld 
hoyſe vp the ſayles. Vhiche feate cauſed 
his enemies pᷣ ſuppoſed, whan they ſawe 
the maſtes, that an other nauye came to 
ayde him, to turne away and flee, 


To fette an ennemp eſcape fete be geinge (ns 
cłoſed, ule t$20ng$ diſpaire, renewe 
the battaple, Cap. vi. 


N the battayle, wherin Camillus was 

I capitayne, the ſenate thought it belle, 
that the Gaulcs, whiche delpzed veſlels 
to paſſe the ryucr Tybzis, ſhulde be ca- 
ried ouer, and allo holpen with vittay- 
leg. Ind afterwardes to men of the lame 
nation, 
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nation, ſeekynge to flee by Pomptinus 
fielde, the Romayns gaue wap, the wh(- 
che is therfoze callyd G alica via. 
Cwoba IL. Martius a knight of Rome, 
whom the hoſt chole to be thetr capitain, 
after the two Scipions were ſlayne,had 
encloſed the Carthaginenſes, whiche to 
ſell their lyues derely, fought very egre⸗ 
ly : he fomwhatClacked, and opened the 
wardes of his armye , gyuynge theym 
ſpace to flee: and ſoo beinge ſpatpled as 
b:ode, he (lewe them, without any dan⸗ 
ger of his owne men, 

¶ what tyme Ceſarhadde encloſed the 
Germapynes, whom diſpeire cauſed moſt 
fiercely to fpght, he commaunded to let 
theym paſſe, and as they fledde, he lette 
vppon theym, 

C xohan the Sermaynes, at Traſime- 
nus, were encloſed of Jnaiball,x fought 
ercedynge fiercely : he opened the army, 
and made them a wap to gette out: bea⸗ 
' tynge them downe as they fled, without 
any loſſe of his owne men. 

{| vohan Xntigonus, kynge of aces 
donta, had compelled the Aetolians, to 
G ut take 
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take them to their places of ſuccour and 
refuge, and afterwarde perceyued, that 
they beynge conſtrayned with hunger, 
had determyned to bꝛeake oute, and dye 
manfully togyther, he gaue them a wap 
to flee : and ſo bzeakynge their vpolente 
rage, ſlewe theym, whan they had tour- 
ned they: backes. 

¶ whan Agelilaus capitayn of the L a- 
cedemonics in battayl againſt the The- 
bans, percepued, that his enemies were 
incloſed though the lituatio of the place 
it ſelfe, and that they fought therfoze the 
moꝛe ftercely,as men in diſpayze,he ſac- 
ked and opened his arare, makynge the 
Thebans a way to eſcape out, and than 
cloſynge agayne his army, without loſſe 
of any of his owne parte, [lewe theym 
kleinge. 

¶ whan Cn. Manlius conſule retour- 
ned out of the fyght and founde the Ro⸗ 
mayns campe taken of the Hetruſciens, 
and all the wayes in, ſtrongely kepte, he 
ſo troubled his ennemies, incloſed in the 
campe, that in the greatte outrage, they 
(lewe bothe hym, and alſo many of his 
men, 
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men: his lieuetenant percepuynge that. 
temoued theit ſtandyng, and gaue them 
way to paſſe out agayne towardes their 
owne companye, and as ſoone as they 
were ſpꝛede abode, he purſued theym a⸗ 
gayne, and ſlewe theym, by helpe of the 
other conſul Fabius that mette hym, 
¶ whan Themiſtocles had vanqupſ- 
ſhed Terres he wolde in noo wyſe agree, | 
that the bzidgeſhuld be bꝛoken, ouet the 
whyche he wolde returne home, ſapeng, 
It was better to dꝛyue hym oute of Eu⸗ 
rope thanne to enfozcehym to fyghte of 
deſpaite. 
The ſame Themyſtocles ſente one to 
Xerres,to bꝛynge hym wozde,in what pe⸗ 
tylle he was, oneleſſe he fled quyckely. 
Whan Pirthus kynge of the Epiro- 
tes had takẽ a certayn catie,+ petcepuing 
that the citizens, theyꝛ gates being (hut, 
were compelled by extreme neceſſptie to 
4 mantully : he made them a waye 
to flee. 
Theſame Pirrhus amonge hts other 
pꝛeceptes belonginge vnto a wozthy ca- 
pitayne hath lefte in remembꝛance, that 
G uu à man 
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a man ſhulde not ouer fiercely folow his 
ennemve, not onely, leſte neceſſitie ſhuld 
compell hym to play the man, but alſoo 
that he might euer after be the better wil 
ling to flee : foʒ as moche as he wyl ſup- 
pole, that he that hath the vpper hande, 
wyll not purſue hym vnto deathe, 


TH owe to diſſembke aduerſities, Cap. vli, — 


Uhan Tullus Hoſtilius, kynge of 
the Romaynes, in battaple agapynſt 
the Ueients, ſawe, that the Flbantans, 
fo:lakynac the Romayns, gat them vp- 
pon the nerte hylles, the whiche thynge 
(02c troubled the Romayns: he ſapde all 
aloude, that the Albantans had ſo done 
by his commaundemente, to inclole his 
enemyes: wherbp he put the Uetentes in 
great feare, and the Romaynes in great 
comfoztc. and thus by wyledome he re⸗ 
ſtozed the matter, that beganne to go to 
wꝛacke. 
C Lucius Sylla, his lieutenant fleinge 
from hym with a greate power of hozle- 
men, in the ſettinge koꝛth of the battapyle, 
ſayde playnly, that he „ 
0 to 
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ſo to do and by that meanes he not one- 
ly ateyſed the myndes of his (ouldiours 
out of diſpayze, but alſo gaue them good 
hope and comfozt,that ſome pꝛofit ſhuld 

folowe therok. 
The ſame Sylla, whan they that came 
to aydehym, were by chaunce incloſed of 
they; ennempes and (layne, ſtandynge 
in dꝛeade leſte that miſaduenture ſhulde 
diſcourage all the reſt of his army, ſayde 
openly, that thoſe felowes had conſpired 
to fozlake hym. whertoꝛe he ſent them of 
ſet purpoſe, in to thoſe inconuenient pla⸗ 
ces. Thus vndera colour,as he had re- 
uenged hym lelfe, he cloked that manys 
felt calamite,and comkoꝛted al his army, 
Whan kynge Dyphar ambaſſadours 
b:oughte wozde buto Dcipto , that he 
ſhulde not paſſe oute of Sicilia in to A- 
phrike in truſte ot his ſocietie and ayde, 
and fearynge leſt theſe tydynges myght 
abate his ſouldiors courage to here that 
the leage and ſotietye betwene them and 
the kynge was broken: he ſent away the 
am baſſadouts quickly:and ſpꝛed abꝛode 
a fame, that Dyphar 2 = fo: _ of 
18 


his owne accoꝛde. | 

When a barbarouſe alpen tn battaple 
had b:ought woꝛde vnto Q. Dertoztus, 
that Herculeius was ſlayne, he ſtrapte 
ſlewe hym with his dagger, leſt heſhuld 
haue bozne theſe tydynges any further, 
and diſcouraged the army. 

Alcibiades in a ſoze battaylle agaynſte 
the Abydiens perceyupnge a yr, 
make great haſte towarde hym, with 
aͤnd heup chere, wolde not ſuffer hym to 
doo his meſſage openly, but after by ſe⸗ 
crete relation, he had knowlege, that his 
nauye was aſſaylled of Phannabaſus, 
the kynges lieutenaunt he kept all thin- 
ges clole, bothe from his ennemies, and 
alſo from his owne men: and the batapl 
ended, went and reſcued his nauie. 

Anmball takynge his tourney towards 
Italy, was left and foꝛſaken oft᷑.iti.thou - 
lande carpenters, whiche were hozſemen 
fightyng in chariottes, and leſt his other 
men ſhuld haue ben therby diſcouraged, 
he layde openly, that he hym (elf had ſent 
them away, and that credence myght be 
gyuen to his ſapeng, he ſent alſo _— 

ome 
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home ageyne, that coulde away with no 
great labour, 

L. Lucullus, perceyuing,that the ho2s 
men of Macedony, which were hyzed to 
helpe hym, ſodeynely conſentynge togy- 
ther, kledde frome hym to his ennemies, 
commanded to blowe the trumpettes to 
battayle, and ſent fo:th certayne compa- 
nies to folowe theym,hts ennemies ſup⸗ 
poſynge that they ſhoulde ioyne in bat- 
tayle, receyued the Macedontens kleing 
to them, with the poynt of their wepons. 
they than pexceyuynge, that the contra- 
ty part receyued them not, and that they 
were in great teoperdy of them that they 
fo:ſoke,by neceſſitie compelled, tourned 
them ſelte vnto fyght, and fiercely inua⸗ 
ded Lucullus ennemies. 

Whan Datames, capitayn of the Per- 
ſeans agaynſt Inthophzadates in Cap- 
padocia, perceiued that part of his hoꝛs⸗ 
men were fledde away, he commaunded 
all the reſte to folowe hym , and whan he 
had oucrtake them, helauded and gaue 
them great thankes that they hadde ſoo 
cherefully ſette oute befoze hym : he = 0 
exhoz⸗ 
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trhoꝛted and encouraged them, mankul⸗ 
ly to ſette vppon his ennemye. The wht- 
che thynge bꝛought theſe runa wapes fo 
very (ſhame to repentaunce, in loo moche 
that they chaunged they: purpoſe, thyn⸗ 
kynge that it was not petcepued. 

T. Quintius Capitolinus conſul, on a 
tyme whan the Komaines began to flee, 
imagined and fayned, that his ennemies 
on the other wynge were put to flyghte, 
and fo comfoztynge and ſtrengthnynge 
his men,obteyned the vyctozie. 

Whan Cn. Banltus agaynſte the Be- 
truſciens, percepued that his felowe Fa- 
bius, whiche gouerned the lefte wynge, 
was loze wounded, a therfaze part of his 
hoſt began to flee, beleuyng that the con⸗ 
(ii! had benſlapn, he ranne agaynlt them 
with companyes of hozſemen, cryenge, 
that bothe his fclowe lyucd, and that he 
had vanquiſhed the ryght wyuge. by the 
whiche conſtant and bolde mynde, he re- 
freſhed and renewed his mens courage, 
and got the vyctozy. 

Marius agaynſt the Cimbzians and 
Almapnes, when they that pytched the 
tentes 
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tentes, hadde ſoo vnwyſely choſen they? 
campe, that the water was in the barba⸗ 
rouſe mens handes, his army complapy⸗ 
nynge and callynge koz water, poynted 
they ennemys, with his kynger, ſaping, 
Yonder you mult fetche it. by the whiche 
ſecrete incitation, he ſo moued them, that 
ſtrayght waye thep dyſtroyed the barba- 
toule alyens, 


C Howe to 02der tHe batfayke by conc 
fancy, Capi. vii, 


Erutus Tullius a yonge man, in the 


uing that the ſouldiers fought nothinge 
kreſhelp, toke the ſtandarde, and violent⸗ 
ly flange it among his ennemies, the Ro 
mapnes lo ardently foughte to wynne a: 


red theyz ſtandarde and alſo the byctozy. 
Furius Agrippa conſull, fozas moche 
as a wynge of his army began to recule, 


the Hernitiens his ennemies. w 


battail, wherin Tarquintus the king 
encountrcd with the Sabines, perceys | 


gapne they: ſtandarde, that they recoue- 


plucked the banerfrom hym that bare it, 
and flonge it amonge the hoꝛſemenne of 
herby he 
keſtozed 
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reſtoꝛed the battayle, the Romaynes en⸗ 
deuoured them ſelfe with hygh courage, 
to tecouer thetr ſtanderde. 

T. Quintius Capitolinus lykewple 
flunge his ſtandarde amonge his enne⸗ 


mies — Bhaliſciens, and badhts ſoul⸗ 


diours go ketche it ageyne. 

Whan M. Furius Camillus, marſha! 
of the hoſte, and hauynge the conlulles 
power, behelde his armye ſtagger and 
ſtand at a ſtay, caught violently the ſtan 
derde bearer, + dzew hym with his han⸗ 
des vppon his ennemtes the Uolſciens, 
and Latines:and than very ſhame made 
all the other to folowe, 

Whan MP. Attilius conlule in the bat- 
tayle agaynſte the Samnites, ſawe cer- 
tayne of the (ouldiours flec ageyne into 
their tentes out ot the ftelde,ſefte out an 
armpe of his agaynſte them,affirminge, 
that they ſhuld fyght with him and with 
woꝛthy citezens, if they wolde not gladlp 
fyghte with they ennemies. and by that 
meanes he bꝛought them all agayne into 
the battaple. 

L. Sylla, whanne the legions reculed 


and 
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and gaue place vnto Mit idates hoſte, 
ledde by Archelaus, with his lwoꝛde dꝛa⸗ 
wen, ranne fozth unto the fozewarde,and 
callynge his ſouldiours, layde, It any 
man tnquyze of pot, where pe lette your 
capitayne,anſwere,fyghtyng in Boetia. 
foz ſhame wherof they all folowed him. 
Diuus Julius at Munda, his men re⸗ 
culynge backe, commaunded his hozſe 
to be led out of his ſyght, and ſtept foꝛth 
a kote in to the koꝛe warde his louldiours 
beinge aſhamed to leaue they: capitayne 
deſtitute, began luſtyly to fyght a freſhe, 
Philippus fearynge leſt his men wold 
not ſuſteyne and endure the byolence of 
the Scythians, ſet his moſt truſty hoſe: 
men on the rere warde, commaundynge 
them, to ſuffer none of they: felowes to 
flee out of the kyght, and to ſlee all ſuche 
as wolde neades departe. by reaſon of 
the whiche charge; it came to paſle, that 
they, whiche were mooſte fearefull and 
cowardelyke, chole rather to be ſlayne of 
they: ennemies thanne of they; owne ke⸗ 
lowes, and ſo he obteyned the victozy.

C wbat tgynges are to be doone after the baf- 
taple, pf 16e mattier pꝛoſper, and to 
confirme and eftabkiſÞe tHe reſp⸗ 
due of the warre, Ca. i. 


Uhan C.Marius had banquyſhed 
the Amaynes in battayle, bycauſe 
the nyghte was at hande, he encloſed the 
rclydue, fearynge and kepynge them all 
nyght wakynge, by noyſe and crienge of 
a — ſouldiours.wherby on the mozow 
he moe eaſilp ouercame thepm, diſqute⸗ 
ted all the nyght befoze. 

Whan Claudius Nero had ouercome 
the Penians, with theyz capitapne Hal⸗ 
dꝛuball, haſtynge oute of Dpayne into 
Italye:he cutte of the ſapd Baſdzubals 
hced, and flung it into Annibals Army: 
wherby Anniball was ſooꝛe afflicted foz 
ſoꝛowe of his bzothers dethe and the ar- 
mye ſtode in deſpayre of the ayde, that 
was comminge to them. | 

L. Sylla ſhewed vp to them that were 
beſeged in Pꝛaeneſte, the heedes of their 
capitaynes ſlàyne in battaple,ſette vpon 
ſycares endes: and fo abated and b:ake

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Arminius,capytayn ofthe Germains, 
lykewpſe commaunded to ſtycke vp the 
heedes of them that were ſlayne in bat⸗ 
tayle, and ſette theym vp even befoze the 
trenche of they: ennemies campe.

Tigranocerta, and the Irmentans ſc 
med ſtyffelp to endure the ſiege, he Soo 
to deathe one of their chiefe magiſtrates, 
whichehe had taken in warre, and flung 
his heed with aſlynge, into the citie. the 
whiche heed by chance fell in the middeſt 
of the counſell, where the barbarous fe- 
lowes were aſſembled the ſame tyme, at 
the whycheſpght, as a thynge monſtru- 
ous, they were abaſſhed, and made halte 


to yelde them.

Whan T. Martius a Romain knyght 
beinge gouernour of the relydue of the 
Hoſte that remayned after the deathe of 
the two Scipions, percepued that two 
hoſtcs of the Penians lape at hande, not 
many mples aſonder, he encouraged his 
ſouldiours to ſet vpon the hoſt, thatlaye 
next hym, at mydnight, beinge careleſſe 
and out of ozder, thzonghe aftyaunce of 
they: victozy: and ſlewe them, leauyngt 
not ſo moche as a meſſanger to beare ty- 
dynges of the miſcrable miſchaunce.and 
then gyuing his ſouldiours a lytte (pace 
to reſt them the lame nyght with al haſt, 
pꝛeuentynge the kame of the thing done, 
inuaded the other army. And thus twiſe 
in one nyght enioying like chance of ba⸗ 
tayle, and euerye where dyſtropenge the

Pompeius ſuſpected ths 
Catinenſes, and feared leſte they wolde 
not recepue his garriſon on, he deſired them 
to ſuffer in the meane fpace, ſuch as were 
ſyck and diſeaſed, td be refreſhed ainong 
theym in thepz cite, the whiche thynge 
graunted, he ſentthither hts moſte ball 
aunte men of armes as though they had 
ben lycke and dyſeaſed, the whiche toke 
the citie and kepte it. 

After that Alexander hadde conquered 
the Thꝛaciens, 1 3 
51 e 
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he feared leſte after his departtnge, they 
wolde rebel, wolde nedes take with him, 


as though it were fo: honoz, the kinges, 
the gouernouts, and all ſuche as ſeemed 
carcfulle foʒ they lybertie laſt, leaupnge 
the commons behynde, c makingemean 
men they? gouernours. ſo he optepned, 
that neyther the nobles, beinge bounde 
with his benefttes and pleaſures, wolde 
deſyze any chaunge, neyther coulde the 
commons goo about any ſuche thynge, 
being ſpoyled of theit chiefe gouernours 
and heedes. 

Whan Antipater ſawe that the Nect- 
eng, hetrynge that Alexander was deade, 
aroſe together, to inuade and trouble hig 
empire, he dyſſemblynge as thoughe he 
knewe not foꝛ what poutpole they came; 
gaue them thankes that they were allem 
bled to ayde Alexander agaynſt the La⸗ 
cedemoniens, addynge herevnto, that he 
wolde certific the kynge thereof by wzp- 
tynge. Howe be it koꝛaſmoch as heneded 
not theit helpe as than, he echoꝛted them 
to departe home agayne. By the whiche 
aſſcucration and affyrmaunce, he dyf- 
patched

patched the peryll that was at hande by 
reaſon of the commotion, 
C,ohat tyme amonge the women that 
were taken pꝛiſoners in Spapne a virz 
gie of excellent beautie, and alſo of no- 
ble parentage, whiche rauiſhed all mens 
etes, was bzought vnto Scipio, he cau- 
ſyng her to be kept with hyghdyligence, 
reſtozed her to Luceius her ſpouſe, and 
fo:ther gaue vnto hym foz a dowery, the 
qoldethatherpatentes had bꝛoughte to 
redeme her. By the which manyfold ma- 
gnificice;the hole nation was ouercom. 
and d them ſeife tothe Romain 
Emppze. 
¶ It is alſo miten that Alexander Ma 
cedo, with ſo highe abſtinence regarded 
a virgin taken in warre, of excellent be- 
aultie, foꝛaſmoche as the was eſpowled 
vntoapuce of the nerte nation that he 
wolde nat ones beholde her face ſending 
her kozthewich bato her ſpowſe. by the 
whiche benefyttehe allured and wanne 
the hattes of all the nation. 

The emperour Ceſat building 
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of Fraunce,in the warte wherin he ouer 
comynge his enmies, deſetued that ſur⸗ 
name Germanicus , commaunded that 
the puce ſhulde be trewelp payde fo: the 
fruites of all thoſc places, whiche he had 
encloſed with his trenche.and by that re- 


noume a fame of Juſtyce he made them 
all his faythfull frendes, 


wat thynges are to be doone befoze the 
campe, wh an menne mpfiruft tpey⸗ 
puyffaumcc.

Uhan the Uolſciens were about to 
aſſaut T. Quintius campe, he kept 
watch and ward with one cohoꝛt, and let 
all the teſt of the army lye in quiete,com- 
maundynge the Trumpettes nowe and 
than to blowe, tangynge on Hozſebacke 
about the tentis. whan he had by this de⸗ 
ceytefull bzagge, ——— 
and helde them wakynge all nyghte; in

Cliſthenes of Sycion, bꝛake vp the cõ⸗ 
dyte, that bꝛoughte the water into the 
towne of crileans. Ind within a whyle 
after, beinge ſooꝛe greued with thyꝛſt, he 
reſtozed to the the water, cozrup ted with 
the herbe Hellebozus: which water, whã 
they had dzonke , caſt them into a laſ ke. 
and lodeceyned,he toke them, 


CHowe fo feare them that are beſeged. Ca. viii. 
Uhan Philip coulde by noo power 
the caſtel Trinaſſum, he began 


to caſte vp erthe befoze the walles, and 
made 


made as thoughe he wolde vndermyne 

theym. xoherfoze they of the caſtell, fea⸗ 
tinge . leſt they ſhuld haue ben ouerwhel- 
med, pelded them ſelfe. 
Pelopidas of Thebes, purpolynge to 
conquere two townes at ones, 
Magnecians, whiche ſtode not farre a 
ſonder, at the tyme that he moued one of 
his armies to the one of thepm, he com- 
manded, that. titi.knyghtes ſhulde come 
from the other army, with garlandes on 
their hedes, and a notable mery chere as 
thoughe they bzoughte tydynges of vies 
toy, and to helpe fo:the this difſimula- 
tion, he ozdepned, that a wodde, whiche 
ſtode betwene bothe the townes, ſhulde 
be ſet on fire, to make a ſhewe as b 
the towne had burned. Beſydes that, 
cauſed certapne pꝛiſoners in the townes 
mens apparaple, to be led and 
thyther . By the whiche aſſeueration he 
ſo amaſed the beſpeged, that they nowe 
thynkynge theym ſelfes halke ouercome, 
pelded bppe. 

vohan Cyrus kynge of Perſe had in⸗ 
cloſed Creſus at Dardes, to which = 

er 
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there was noo commpynge, by reaſon it 
was fenſed with a rough rocky hylle, he 
cauſed maſtes to be teyſed vp as hyghe 
as the toppe of the walles, whervpon he 
ſet images of armed men, arrayed lyke 
Perſeans,and in the nyght made theym 
to be bzought harde to the ypll. Than as 
ſoone as the day appered he gaue aſſaut 
to the towne on the other ſpde. now wha 
the ſoune aroſe, and thoſe images gliſte⸗ 
red, and ſhone lyke men of armes, the 
tnhabitantes thought ſurely their towne | 


had be taken on that ſyde: wherfoze they 
of feynt courage thynkyng tofle,cauſed 
C Howe to 8zeake out on that \pde where we 
are nat foked foz,Cap.iv. 
8 out — the tyde, folowpng(as 
he ſayd) god his guyde,appzoched to 
the water, he bake in on that ſyde w 
no man loked fo: hym. | 
was callyd Cunctatoꝛ, conſyderynge the 
lituation 


their ennemies to gette the vyctoue. 
Cipio at Carthage, a lyttel before the 
th 
— of the citie: and in the 5 
Fabius Maximus, ſonne to hym that 
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ſituation of the citte Atpos, which was 
kept with a gariſon of Anntbals,ſentin 
thedarke ſyx. C. ſouldiours, whi- 
che ſhuld ſcale the walles, on the ſtrůgeſt 
ſyde ol the towne, bycauſe it was leeſte 
frequented and taken hede of, and ſo ſet 
open the gates. they e holpe with 
the great ruſhe and noyſe that the fall of 
the water made, (whiche cauſed that the 
noyſe that they made in their buſyneſle, 
was not harde ) dydde as they were co- 
manded : he on the other ſpde,after a tos 
ken gyuen.ſet vpon Arpos, and won it. 

Whan Martius in the warre agaynſte 
Jugurthe, at the floud Mulucha, wolde 
conquere a caſtell, ſet on a ſtony hyll, vn⸗ 
to whiche there was but one ſtrayte and 
narowe way, on euety other ſyde beinge 
pitchelonge downerighte lyke a wall: a 
certayne Lumbatde a ſymple fouldtour, 
ſhewed vnto hym that as he by chance 
went gatherynge of ſnayles amonge the 
rockes, he came to the toppe of the hylle, 
where heſawe, Howe the caſtell myghte 
eaſely be wonne. then Matius ſent foꝛth 
certapne centurions, and amonge them 


the 
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the beſt trampettours, ⁊ the molt wigh⸗ 


— — felowes, bare heeded 


tothe intent they myghte 
the moze eſpie and ſee farre and 
nete, euety thyng by the rockes,chetr ter⸗ 
gates and weapons they higed on their 
backes : ſo thoſe felowes led by the lum- 
barde, faſtnynge dartes and nayles in 
the rockes, clamme vp, and came on the 
backe ſyde of the caſtel, whiche they fotid 
voyde without defence (fo: they withtn 
thought it nedeles, to dekende that part) 
then hey began to blowe vp their trum- 
pettes, and to make greate ado, as they 
were commaunded : Matius manfullye 
encouragynge them in this aduenture, 
beganne — to aſſaute the caſtel. the 
men of armes within being called backe 
by the vnarmed multitude whiche cried, 
that the caſtell was wonne on the backe 
ſide, cauſed Marius to purſue harde ał⸗ 
ter, and to conquere the caſtell. 

Lucius Comelius con. tooke many 
townes in Dardinia, by this policte: he 
vſed by nyght to lay parte of the mooſte 
balyant men of his hoſt in 1 wo 
whome 
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whome he commanded to lye and 
pꝛiuily foz the tyme, in whiche he — 
come in the nyghte : and whan he came, 
and that his ennemies wolde iſfuc out, to 
encounter with hym, he wolde make as 
though he fledde, and dꝛawe them pur- 

ynge hym farre frome theit citie: than 
— emb hulde al: 
ſawlte and wynne the cyties lefte with- 
out defence. 

Than Pericles capitayne of Athens, 
wolde conquere a certayne citie, whiche 
was ſtronge and ſurelye defended with 
great conſent and agteement ot the in 
habytantes:hecommandedin the night, 
to ſowne vp the trumpettes,and to make. 

greatnoyſe and clamour , on that parte 
of bf the walles, that lape to warde the ſec: 
his ennemies ſuppoſynge he wolde haue 
— there atone that nay ell the 
gates: by the whiche vnkepte and vnde- 
fended, Pericles entred in, 
Flcibtades capitayne of Athens, com⸗ 
mynge vnwates by nyghte to Cyzicum, 
to thentent to wynne it. eres ng et 


blowe his coznettes, on the other * 
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the walles , the inhabytauntes, whyche 


had ben able ynoughe to defend that ſide 
of the walles, tunne to the other, where 
they thought them ſelfe only to be aſſau- 
ted, and were not: and ſo Alcibiades got 
into the towne, 
¶ Thzaſybulus capitayne of the ile⸗ 
ſitans, to thentent to get the Sycionians 
hauen, ſkyzmyſhed nowe and than with 
the townes men by lande, and whyle the 
ennemies aſſembled , and repayzed thy⸗ 
ther, where the byckeryng e was, with a 
nauye bnloked ko, he tobe the bauen. 
Pericles intendynge to get a caſtell of 
the Peloponeſtans, whiche had but two 
wayes to come vnto it, the tone he cloſed 
vp with a dyche, the tother he ſtrong ely 
foztified.Than they of the caſtell, lyttell 
regarding the other ſyde where the diche 
was,info:ced them ſelfes to defende that 
parte onely where they ſaw the ſtrength 
of their enemies lye. Pericles pꝛepating 
— and caſting them ouer the diche, 
where his ennemies toke none hede, got 
into the caſtell. 
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ſians, commanded the Nhodians, which 
came to apde hym, that they inthe nyght 
ſhuld inuade the hauen with great bzute 
and noyſe. And whyle all the multitude 
ranne thitherhaſtily without adutſcmet, 
leuyng the other places of fence 
Intiochus aſſauted the citie on the other 
ſyde, and toke it.

Ito in the ſyght of the Lacetayns, 

whom he had beſieged, conueyeng 
aſyde his other ſowldtours , cauſed cet- 
tayne Sueſſantans, that came bhyzed to 
warre, men of (mall courage, to aſſaute 
the walles. vohan the Lacctanes hadde 
lyghtly bcaten thoſe backe, and gredily

C Lucius Scipyo in Sardinta , with 
greate buſyneſſe leauyng the aſſault that 
he had intended to make to a certayne ct- 
tie, made as though he fledde : and whi⸗

p:tutly laid thetby he inuaded the town, 
Auniball had beſiged the citie 
Hymera, he ſuffered his campe , to be ta⸗ 
ken of purpoſe, commandynge the Pe- 
nians to tecule, as th their enemies 
had pzeuayled. Which feate ſo deceyued 
the Hymerians that fo2 toye therof, they 
lefte their citie, and ranne oute harde to 
the Pentans campe. And thus Anniball 
toke the citie by them, whiche he had pꝛi⸗ 
uely layde in wayte fo2 the ſame purpoſe. 
C_ Humilco of Carthage, at Agrigenti, 
layde pyutly tn waytenere to the towne 
parte of his arinye : and commaunded, 
that whan the townes men were yſſued 
out a good waye of they ſhulde ſet grene 
wodde on ye.

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ſautynge a citie lyinge on the ſee cooſte, 
layde a nauy pyuely behynde certapne

Wherkoꝛe the Galles thanked 
him. At time conuentent he lent his moſt 
truſty ſteward to Otacilius Conſul, wht 
che as thoughe he had fledde awape foz 
baryaunce betwene hym and the capy- 
tayne in acertayne compt makyng, ſhe: 
wed, that the nert nighte he mpghte take 
at aduauntage. uiii. thoulande Gaulles, 
whiche were lent fozth to gette pꝛay and 
pillage, Otacilius nother gaue credence 
by x bytothe tenawaye, noz yet thought 
it a matter to be deſpiſed:but lated an im⸗ 
buſhment fo2 them, of the mooſte picked 
men, that he had: whiche mcountrynge 
with the Gaulles, ſatiſfted the dryfte of 
Hanno double they ſlewe the Romayns, 
and 
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and were them ſelfes all lane 
Auniball by lykepolicie was teuen 
on thoſe that foꝛſoke hym, and fledde 
his ennemies. Foz whan he knewe ; that 
certayne of his ſouldioures were fledde 
the nyght befoze, and wy? wel þ his en» 
nemies ſpits were in his campe he pꝛo⸗ 
nounced openly, that thoſe runnagates, 
whiche were gone koꝛth by his comman⸗ 
dement, to hatken and ſppe what his en⸗ 
nemies dyd aud intended, ſhoulde not be 
callyd counnynge and witty warriours, 
The Romayn ſpꝛes, herynge thoſe woz⸗ 
des, tetourned and tolde theym to they} 
e ee Than the Romayns ,taking 
hoſe runawayes, and cuttynge of cheic 
handes, ſent them to Anniball agayne, 
¶ vohan Diodoꝛus kepte and defended 
Amphipolis with a garriſon ot men and 
ſuſpected two thouſand Thaactens, whi⸗ 
che ſemed to be bent to ſpoyle and diſtrop 
the citie, he fained a lye, that a fewe (hip- 
pes of his ennemies were arryued at a 
ſtronde harde by the citie, whiche myght 
caſtly be taken and ſpopled. In hoope 
whero he (ent fo:th thoſe holowe harted 
L Thꝛa- 
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Thꝛaciens, and than ſhut the gates and 
wold no moꝛe receyue them in.

e Romapnes, whiche laye in gar- 
riſon to detende the Panozmitains, 
herynge that Paſdzuball was commyng 
to lay ſiege to them, ot purpoſe ſet a fewe 
here and there one, to defend the walles: 
whoſe ſmall nomber, Haldzuball deſpt- 
ſynge, and ralſhelp appꝛochynge to the 
walles, was by eruption of the Romap⸗

Whan Emilius Paulus Campe was 
vnpꝛouidedly aſſayled of all the Lyguri⸗ 
ans together, he makynge a countenace 
to be a frayde, kepte in his ſouldtours a 
longe tyme.

he bꝛake out at. titi. gates of his campe, 
t ſewe à toke theLygurians patſoners, 
Uclius lieuetenaunt to the Romapnes, 
kepynge the caſtell of Tarentine, ſente 
ainbaſladours to Haldzuball, to gette 
hym libertie ſafely to departe thence : by

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the whiche crafty diſſemblynge he cauſed 
his ennempes to be cateles: aud lo ſttake 
out ſodeynly, and flewe them. 
¶ Titutius Sabinus , agaynſte a huge 
hoſte of the Galles , by kepynge in his 
armie, cowardly at his defence, ſhewed 
bym ſelfe to be afrayde,and this to aug⸗ 
ment, he ſent koꝛthe a runnagate,whiche 
ſhoulde affirme the Romayne armie, to 
be in deſpaire, and to ſeke meanes to fle. 
The barbarouſe alyens encoraged with 
hope of vyctozie loded them ſelues with 
! wodde and bowes to fyll the dyches:and 
vßith great haſte and courage lette vpon 
the Romaynes tentes pitched on an hyl: 
from whens Titurius with all his po⸗ 
wer ruſhynge downe vppon them, llewe 
the Galles by heapes, and toke many of 
7 them pꝛiſoners. | 
¶ The Eſculanians, when Pompeius 
came to aſſaute thepz towne, ſet to defend 
the walles a kewe feble olde men: And 
while the Komayns as careles fo: them, 
toke lyttell hede, the townes men loden- 
ly brake out, and put them to flyght. 
¶ Tbe Numantines W beſyeged, 
ii dyd 


dyd not ſo moche as make defence befoze 
they? bulwarke, and kepte them ſelfe (o 
cloſe, that Popilius Lenates boldelp be⸗ 
ganne to reyle vp ladders and ſcale the 
walles. vohiche after ſulpectynge ſome 
decepte à gyle, (foꝛ euen then they made 
no reſiſtence) and ſo wning to the retreat: 
The NAumantines bꝛeakynge out, ſette 
vpon them tournynge they: backes,and 
deſcendynge downe, 
T be conſt ancie of tbe beſiected Cap. wvii, 

He Komapnes beſeged of Anniball 

hard at their walles, boldly to ſhew 
they nothynge miſtruſted,fent fo2th ſuc⸗ 
cours at a gate on the other lpde, to aide 
their armies that were in Spapne. 
The ſame Romaines wolde after the 
tenant was deade, lette foꝛ noo leſſe pace 
th2{telde, where Annibal had pight his 
campe, tha it was wont to go, betoze the 
warte beganne. 

The ſavd Romayns beinge beſieged of 
Aumbal a they beſiging Capua, decreed 
not to teuocate and call home agein theit 
a tinte, vntyl they had taken the towne.

C wan Philyp had pzepared his ar-

boldly ſtepte fo:th into the foꝛeftont:and 
as he founde theym ſtandynge, ſo he ads 
uaunced them in the oꝛdet of chiualty. 
CC Lyſander of Lacedemonta cozrected 
acertayne man, bycauſe he ſtrayed from 
his company. And whan the man ſayde, 
he ſtrayed not from the army to robbe 07 
ſteale any thynge, he anſwered, J wolle 
that thou ſhewe no ſpete 02 iykelphod cf 
robberye, 

Whan Intigonus hard, that his ſonne 
had taken vp his lod ma womans 


houſe that had thꝛee vetye favze dough- 
ters, he ſapde: My ſonne, J here (ay, yt 
| eto 
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be to ſtraytelye lodged, where be many 
maſters in the houſe, take a larger Inne. 
Thus he commanded to remoue 
and go thenſe, Intigonus cauſed to pꝛo- 
clayme that no man under the age of fif- 
ty yeteg, houlde lodge in the houſe ok 
a ſole woman. 

Can be it that Q. Metellus conſ. was 
let by no lawe, but that he mighte conty- 
nually haue his ſonne in his companpe, 
vet wolde he tather haue hum wynne waz 
ges in warte. 

Whan Publius Rutilius conſ. mighte 

accoꝛdynge to the lawe, haue his ſonne 
always in his companp yet he made him 
a ſouldiout in the legton. 
T. Scaurus fozbad his ſonne to come 
in his lyghte, bycauſe in the fozeſte Tti- 
dentine he gaue place to his enemies. the 
ponge man pꝛeſſed with ſhame of that re 
poche and infamy, lewe hym ſelte. 

The auncient Romaines and other na⸗ 
tions dyd conſtitute and make they: ten- 
tes and pauiltons thꝛoughe the hole bo- 
dye of thy? ariny, lyke tounde cotages: 
where as the olde wozlde knewe none o⸗

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ther, but walled townes, 
Purthus kynge of the Epirotes, was 
the firſte, that ozdepned to lodge his hole 
atiuye within one trenche oz bulwarke, 
Ifter whan the Romaynes had ouerco⸗ 
men hym in the fieldes Iruline, nete the 
citie Dtatuentii,and had got his campe, 
markynge and obſcruynge howe he oz- 
dered his armpye,by lyttell and lyttel they 
came to this mauer of pitchynge of ten- 
tes, and lodgynge their armpye , that is 
nowe vled. 
P. Naſica lying with his army in theit 
wyntryng places, oꝛdeined that his ſoul⸗ 
diours ſhulde falle to buyldyng of (hips 
pes, though the vle of them was to hym 
nat ncdefull : leſte they ſhulde be cozrup- 
ted with flouthe and idelnes,o:els by re- 
ſon of leyſute, hauynge nothynge to do, 
wolde tmagyn aud commptte ſome inill+ 
tie ageynſt thoſe that were confederates 
and frendes to the Vomaynes., 
Cleatchus, chieftapue of the Lacede- 
momens, ſayde to his armie; The capi 
tayne ought rather to be dzedde,thanthe 


eunemie: lygnikienge that they, whyche 
feared 
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feared the doubtefull darte of deathe in 
battayle, if they left their capitayn, were 
ſure of extreme punyſhement, 
By the counſayle of Appius Claudius 
the ſenatours derr⸗ e that they whiche 
were taken bp , and after 
ſent home ageine,ik they were hozlemen, 
ſHulde be made fote menne, if they were 
fote men, ſhulde be made lyghte harney- 
ſed men, + all luche to lodge without the 
campe, tyll eche of theym, had bꝛoughte 
home two ſpoyles of they: ennempes. 
Otacilius Craſſus conl. commanded, 
that they, whiche taken of Anniball,and 
crepynge vnder the pocke of rep2oche , 
were retourned home ſhulde lye without 
the trenche of the campe, that they being 
vafenſcd, myght accuſtome them ſelfes 
to perylles,and ware the moꝛe bolde and 
hardy agapalte they; ennemies. 
D. Coznelius Naſica,x Decimus Ju⸗ 
nius conſuls, fyꝛſt bette with roddes,and 
after ſolde thoſe, that were condempned 
to haue lefte and fozſaken the hoſt. 
Domitius Coꝛbulo in Armenia, com- 
maunded, that the two wynges an dthꝛe 
| cohoztes 
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coho:tes, whiche at the caſtell, in the be⸗ 
gynnynge of their aſſaulte, gaue backe 
to their ennemies, ſhulde lodge without 
the trenche of the campe, tyll they had by 
contpnuall laboute and pꝛoſpetousex⸗ 
ploites tedemed theit repꝛoch à inkamp. 

Q. Metellus in Spayne, commanded 
fyue coho:tes.that had gyuen backe and 
fledde their ennempyes, to make their tes 
ſtamentes, and ſent them ageyne to reco⸗ 
ucr the place, that they had loſte , thzeat- 
tynge that they ſhoulde neuer of hym be 
tecepued, excepte they retourned with 
vyctoze. 

The Senatouts commanded D. Ua⸗ 
lettus the conlul, to leade the army van⸗ 
gupſhed at Sitis, vato Sitinum and 
there to t᷑oꝛtitie their campe, and in chez 
tentes to paſſe away the wpater. 

L. Piſo, commaunded that Titius. ca⸗ 
yptavne of a cohozte, bycauſe he gave 
backe and fledde his ennempes, ſhoulde 
ſtande dayly befoze the pauilyons of the 
chick capitayns, the cinctute of his gown 
tutte of, his cote vngyꝛde, and barefoo- 
ted tyl the watch came, and that he ſhuld 
neyther 
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neyther feaſt noꝛ bayne hym ſelfe. 
Splla commanded the cohozt and cen 
turions, th:oughe whole warde their en- 
nemies had bzoken, to ſtande befoze the 
pauilyons of the heed capttayns, helmed 
and vngy2ded. 
Domitius Cozbulo in Armenta, com- 
maunded an officer to cutte the garmen⸗ 
tes of Acmilius Rufus, capitayn of the 
hozſemen, bycauſe he gaue place to his 
ennemies, and haddenot welle furnp!- 
ſhed his wyng with armure: and in that 
diſhoneſte and ſhamefull apparapyle, to 
ſtande befo:e the heed capitaynes pauy- 
lyons, vntyll they were ſent out. 
Whan Attilius Regulus ſhoulde paſſe 
ouer from Damnium into Lucerna and 
his hoſte was encountred and put backe 
by his ennemics, he ſente foꝛt. a cohoꝛte 
agavnſte them, and commaunded to flee 
thoſe that fledde, as rebelles. 
Cotta conſul commaunded . Aureli- 
us his kinſeman, whom he made goucr- 
nour of the army at the ſiege of Ltpara, 
while he went to Wefſana, to knowe by 
dtuinacton what ſhulde betyde, * 
10 
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his bulwark was burned, and his camp 
taken, to be beaten with roddes, and to 
be taken in the nomber of the ſimple ſoul 
diours, a to do ſuch dueties as they dyd, 

Whan Marcus Cato, attet a token gi⸗ 
uen, had lowſed from the coſte of his en⸗ 
nemies, where he had layne a certayne 
ſpace, and ſaw one of his ſouldiours left 
on the ſhoze, crienge, callynge, and bec- 
kenynge to be taken in: He made about 
with all his nauy to the ſhooze agayne, 
and commaunded the ſame louldtour to 
be taken and ſtreyght put to deathe: wyl⸗ 
lynge rather to make hym an eraumple 
to the other, then that he ſhulde be llayne 
of his enemies, with repꝛoche 4 tnfamy, 

Appius Claudius ſlewe with a clubbe 
eucry tenth ſouldiour, bzought fo:th bp 
lotte, the whiche had fledde and gyuen 
backe from their ennemics, 

Aquitius behedded thꝛe of the centurt- 
ons, bycauſe their ennemtes had bzoken 
though their warde. 

The legion that beate downe the place, 
callyd the kynges towne, without com- 
maundement of the graunde capitapne, 
was 
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was ſo punyſhed, that foure thouſande 
of them were commytted to warde, and 
lain. Moe ouet the ſenatours decreed, 
that they in no wyſe be buried noz 
mourned koz. 
C.L. Papyztus Curſoz,betnge dictatoz, 
required, that Fabius Rutilius, maiſter 
of the hozlemenne, (huld be beaten with 
roddis, and beheeded bycauſe he fought 
| ageynlt his commaundement, not with⸗ 
ſtandyng he hadde the vpper hande : no⸗ 
ther wolde he koꝛgyue the punyſhement, 
fo2 the contention oz tnterceſſton and te- 
queſte of the ſouldiouts, and kleinge to 
Kome purſued hym : nepther wolde he 
there rempytte the dzedefull punyſhment, 
vntyll that Fabius with his father felle 
downe at his knees, and that alſo the ſe- 
nate ⁊ people made interceſſion foꝛ him. 
Manltus that afterwarde was na⸗ 
med Manlius the pꝛoude 02 tmperious, 
cauſed his fonne , whyche agaynſte his 
fathers commaundemente had encoun⸗

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This Manlius the ſonne, the hoft pꝛe⸗ 
ratynge ſeditiouſelp to aryle àgapnuſte 
his father fo; his ſake, ſavde: That no 
man was of ſo great eſtimation, that foz 
his ſake the diſciplyne of warte houlde 
be bzoken, and thus opteyned, that they 
luſtred hym to be punyſhed. ws 
Q. Fabius Maximus cut of the tighte 
handes of them that fledde awaye from 
they: capytapne vnto their cancmics,

N the tyme of ciuyl warre, whan Bꝛu⸗ 

tus and Caſſius hoſte ſhuld cake their 
tourney togyther thzoughe Macedonta, 
and Bzutus came fy2lt to a tyuet, in whi- 
che he muſt nedes make a b:tdge to palle 
ouetr: yet Caſſius army both in makyng 
of the bꝛydge, and ſpedy paſſonge ouer, 
out went Bzutus. the whiche vygour oz 
ſtrength of knyghtly diſcipline, bought 
to paſſe that not only in warkes, but al- 
ſo in the chiefe poynt of warre, Caſſius 
and his men excelled Bzucus and his. 
C vhan C. Marius was at his lyber- 


tie, to choſe done of the two armies , he 
woldte 
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wolde, exherthat, which havde ber 100 


ben waree with n Aer. 


hym ſelfe : he choſe the leſle, — — 
Kutilius 8 ught 
to be moze experte in diſcipline of — 
Domitius Cozbulo, with two legions, 
and a very (mal nomber of ſuch as came 
to ayde hym, traded in the diſcipline of 
warre, withſtode the great power of the 
Parthians, 
Alerader Macedo with. xl. M. mẽ accu 
ſtomed in chiualrie by Philip his father, 
continually vnto his tyme, ſet vppon in 
maner al the hole woꝛld and vanquiſhed 
powers innumerable of his ennemies. 
Cirus in warre ageynſte the Perſeans 
with. xiiit. M. men 15 armes, ouercame 
innumerable difficulties, 5 
Epaminundas capitayne of the The⸗ 
bans, with koure thouſande men, ok the 
which only. iu. hundꝛed were hozſcmen, 
ouercame the hoſt of the Lacedemontes, 
in whiche was. xxiui. M. footemen, and 
rvi.hundꝛed hoꝛſemen. 
Fouretene. M. Grekes, whiche number 
M came 


came to helpe Cirus ageinſt Artaxerxes, 
ouercame in battayle a hfidzed thouſand 
barbarous alyens, | 
The ſame.xtiti.thouſande Grekes af- 
ter their captapnes were loſte in warte, 
commpttynge the gouernaunce of they 
retournyng home vnto one of their own 
army,callyd tenophon of Athens, tetur⸗ 
ned and came home ſafe and ſound, paſ⸗ 
ſyng thꝛough many bnknowen and dan 
gerous places. 

Terxes beinge ſoꝛe troubled at the ſtrat- 
tes Thermopyle, by thꝛe hundzed of the 
Lacedemonians, after that he had with 
great difficultie oucrcomme them, layde, 
This thynge deceyued hym that he had 
many men, but good and experte men in 
knyghthode he had none.

T is witten, that Marcus Cato was 
contented with the ſame wine,that his 
maryners vſed. 
vohan Cyneus the ambaſſadour of the 
Epirotiens, bzoughte vnto Fabzictus a 


greate ſomme of golde fo; a pꝛeſente, he 
wolde 
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authozitte, departed in great pouertie. 
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wolde none of it, ſapenge, that he wolde 


— ne en golde than 
ue it. 
¶ Ittilius Regulus, beinge a man in 
molt high authozite, was lo poze,that he 
founde hym ſelke, his wyfe,and his chil⸗ 
derne with a lyttelle plotte of grounde 
tylled by one baylpe of houlbandzye, o 
whole deathe whan wozde was bzought 
hym, he wꝛote vnto the Senate, to pꝛo- 
uyde an other to occupte his roume: foz 
ſeynge his ſeruant was deade, he muſte 
nedes apple his huſ bandzie hym ſelke. 
C After Cn. Scipio had accomplyſſhed 
his wozthy enterpꝛiſes and noble feates 
tn Spaine, he deceaſſed in great pouer- 
tie, andleftnot behynde hym ſoo moche 
money, as ſhulde ſuſfyſe fo: the dowery 
of his doughters , to whome, fo2 verpe 
nede, the ſenate was fayn to gyue dowe- 
rye of the common treaſure. 
Lykewyſe dydde the nobles of Athen 
bnto the chylderne of Ariſtides, whiche 
after he had ben in moſte high rome and 


¶ Epaminundas capitayn of the The- 
M tt bans 
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bans, vſed ſo gret abſtinency, that in his 
houſhold ſtufte was there no moze koͤũde 
but one bzaſyn caudꝛon, and one ſpitte to 
toſte his meate on. 
¶ Innibal, which vſed to ryſe very per⸗ 
ly afoze day, neuer reſted vntyl the nyght 
came agayne, at length in the twye light 
he reſted hym ſelf at ſupper, neither with 
hym were there any moze beddes layde to 
meate, than two. 
The ſame Anniball beinge in warfare 
vnder the graunde capitayne Aſdzuball, 
ofte tymes [lept vpon the bare grounde, 
and hadde noo moze but his cloke to co⸗ 
yer hyin. 

Itis lefte in remembzaunce alſo, that 
Emilius Scipio was wonte to eate his 
bꝛeadde, as he walked in his tourneye 
with his frendes.

Fo: Scaurus hathleft in memozy, 
that the apple tree, whiche was encloſed 
at the foote of his campe , was lelte the 
moꝛowe after, whan the hoſte remoued,

¶ Atter that L. Mummius had taken 
Cozinthe, and had not onely adoꝛned F- 
taly, but alſo al the pꝛouynce, with ryche 
tables and coſtly pmages: he of ſo great 
ſpoyleg, toke ſo lyttelle to his owne ble, 
that the Senate was faine koꝛ very nede 
to gyue dowerye vnto his doughter of 
the common treaſure,

whan Caius Curtus had banquiſhed 
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Of gaſtyce. Cap. iii. 
Voaden Camillus had beſpeged the 
Phaliſciens, the ſcoole maiſter vn- 
det pꝛetence to walke abꝛode, bzoughte 
the Phaliſciens chylderne withoute the 
walles, and delyueted theym bnto hym 
and fayde, The citie muſte nedes graunt 
nowe all his tequeſte, to obteyne ageyne 
theſe their ſo deere hoſtages. Camillus, 
not onely abhozryng this falſchode, but 
alſoo byndynge his handes behynde his 
backe, delyuered hym to the chylderne, 
with roddes to dzyue hym hoome befoze 
them vnto their fathers . By the whiche 
benefitte he gotte the vyctozy, the whiche 
his wylle and deſyze was nat to obteyne 
by ftaude. Fo: the Phaliſciens, foz this 
Juſtyce, wpllyngly pelded them ſelfes, 
¶ Eynge Pirrhus phyſition came vnto 
Fabuctus, capitayne of the Romapnes, 
and pꝛomiſed to poyſon Pirrhus,ſo that 
he wolde gyue hym arewarde wozthy of 
ſo great an enterpziſe . Fabꝛicius thyns 
kynge he had noo nede to pourchace his 
vyctoꝛie ſo wyckedly, detected the phiſy⸗ 
tion to the kynge, The whiche *

ned to ſpoyle the moneye, that was 
caryed in the triũüph, Setuiltus # Glau⸗

than bowe and obeye to the lewde lyber⸗

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and had moſt valiant warryozs of them.

them folowe hym, catchyng and aduans 
ſynge the ſtanderde, he kyzſte of all in⸗ 
uaded his ennemies: the ſouldtours fo- 
lowed after hym, a obteyned the victozy, 
Whan L. Marcellus was comen vn⸗ 
wares into the handes of the Gaulles, 
he tourned his hozſe rounde aboute , to 
loke, on whiche lyde he myght gette out, 
whan he (awe hym ſelfe ſoꝛe tnutronned 
on euety ſide he callid goddis to helpe, 
and ſtrake into the myddes of his enne ; 
mies: and as they ſtode baſhefully mer⸗ 
uaplynge at his boldeneſſe, He eſcaped, 
and llewe their capitayn alſo. and where 
was ſcant hope of Iyfe,thens he bzought 
ſpoyles of great tycheſſe. 

Than Paulus had loſte his hooſte at 
Cannas, and Lentulus in ſo great datt- 
get offred hym a hoꝛſe to flee, he anſwe⸗ 
red, that he wolde not lyue after ſo great 
aloſſe and flaughter.not withſtãdyng it 
chanced not thzough his defaut : ſo lat 


ſtyll 
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ſtyll on the ſame ſtone, wherto he leaned, 
being loze wounded, vntyll that he was 
oppꝛeſſed a thꝛuſt though of his enmis. 
Varro his felow in oftyce, with greater 
conſtãcie remayned alyue after the ſame 
diſtruction, to whom the Senate with Þ 
hole voice of the peple, gaue thikes phe 
diſpaited not of the common welth, a the 
reſydue ot his Iyfe tyme welle appꝛoued, 
that he pꝛeſerued hym ſelfe, not foz deſire 
of lyke but fozloucof the comon welthe. 
Fo: he lette both his beard and his heare 
owe, and neuer after eate his meate, 
yttynge at the table. and whan the peo- 
ple pꝛotred to gyue hym any honour and 
dignitie, he refuled it, ſayenge, That it 
behoued the comon welthe to haue moze 
p:olperous rulers, 
Semp2o, Tuditanus, and C.Octaut- 
us, chiete capitaynes in warre, whan all 
was loſte at Cannas,and they but a vez 
ry fewe togyther, being allo encloſed on 
euery ſyde, counſapled their felowes, to 
dꝛawe their lwoꝛdes, and to bzeake oute 
with them euen thꝛough the garriſon of 
their enmpes, affitmynge, that they were 
M v bent 
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bent ſo to do, though no man els wolde 
folowe them. and with. xi. men accoms 
panied, they bzake thzough the warde ol 
their ennemies, and came ſafe and ſound 
vnto Canuſium. 

C. Fronteius Craſſus in Spapne, go⸗ 
inge foꝛth to get his pꝛay, with the thou⸗ 
lande men, and circumuented of Aſdzu⸗ 
ball in a daungerous place, his purpoſe 
and counſell tolde vnto the kyꝛſte oꝛder 
onely, in the begynnynge of the nighte, 
whan he was nothynge loked foz, bzake 
out though the watche of his enemies. 
D. Decius, chiefe capitayne in warte, 
ageynſt the Samnites, counſayled Coz- 
nelius conſull , beinge taken in a daun⸗ 
gerous cooſte of his ennemies, toſende 
fo:the a lyttell power of men, to pzeuent 
and take the hylle that was at hande, of- 
ferynge hym lſelfe to be their guyde: and 
his enemies being intiſed an other wap, 
lette out the conſull, and belette Decius, 
the whiche wꝛaſtled out of thoſe ſtraites, 
alſo by nyghte, and came agepne late to 

the conſuls armie, 
The lame polycie he bſed vnder — 
us 
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lius Calatinus conſull. foz whan he ſaw 


the hoſte was come downe into a valep, 
his ennemies lyenge in the vpper ſydes 
rounde aboute, he required and toke of 
the conſul.tit.hfidzed ſouldiors, whom he 
encoraged manfully to fight foz the hole 
army, a ranne downe into the mpddes of 
the valey, his ennemie commyng downe 
on eyery ſide to oppꝛeſſe them, and being 
holde a good whyle with ſharpe fyghte, 
gaue the conſull good occaſion to range 
and ſpꝛeade out his armie. 
A certayn noble man of Lacedemonta, 
Phylyp, ſendynge theym woꝛde, that he 
wolde vtterly fozbydde them many thin- 
es, excepte they delyuered vp the citie, 
ayde, what! woll he fozbydde vs allo, to 
dye koꝛ our countrey z 

Whan it was ſayde,thatthe Perſeans, 
wolde ſende oute arrowes as thycke as 
cloudes, vpon the Lacedemontans, Le⸗ 
onidas anſwered, we ſhall fpght the bet 
ter inthe ſhadowe. 

*vohyle Celius a hygh iuge ſat to gyue 
ſentence,a Hick wall alyghted x ſat vpon 
his heed, whervpon the Wiſlſardes gaue 

100006 
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aunſwere that ik the by:d were let ſcape, 
theyz ennemies ſhulde haue the victozp: 
if ſhe were killed the Romapnes ſhulde 
obteyne, but Caelius with all his famt- 
lye ſhulde periſhe. at the whiche anſ were 
Caelius ſlewe the byꝛde, and ſo came it to 
paſſe, that the Romayns gat the victozy, 
and Caelius, with. xiiii. of the ſame fa- 
mily and kinted were ſlaine in the battel. 
Some repozte this of Lellus, and not 
of Caclius. 

Publius Decius, fy:ſte the father and 
ette the lonne, in they; magiſtrate bow- 
ed theym lelfes to dye fo2 the common 
welthe, and ſpꝛynging out on hozſebacke 
amonge theyz enemis gotte the victozp, 
and lette it vnto they? countrey. 

Whan P. Craſſus in warte, ageynſle 
Ariſtouicus, fell into his ennempes hans 
des, betwene Jelia and Mitina, # was 
caried away a lyue, he abhozringe captt- 
uitie in a Romayne conſull, with his ty⸗ 
dynge rodde thieſte oute the Thzatians 
eye that helde hym: whiche beinge (ooze 
moued with the ſpitefull dede g with the 
griefe of his matme, thruſt him 2

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— willingly he auoyded the tepꝛoche 
and ſhame of ſexuitude. 
M. Cato, the ſonne of Cenſoztus, in 
battaple, felle though the ſtomblyng of 
his hozs,and after he had recouered, and 
percepued, that his ſwozde was flypt out 
of the ſcabarde fearynge to be ſclaunde- 
red, he retourned backe bppon his cnec- 
mies, and his ſwoꝛd recouered at length, 
gatte ageyne vnto his owne company.

befoze them with that malle power that 
he had, bzoughte to paſſe, that the duſte 
reyſed vppe by the beaſtes, muſtred as 
thoughe an other army to apde hym had 
folowed after. The feate of whoſe com- 
mynge ſo baſhed his ennemtes, that he 
ouercame them. 

Whan Mitonides of Athens choulde 
fyght with the Thebans, whiche hadde 
moche better hozſemen than he, inkoꝛmed 
his hoſte, that there was lome hope of 
heithe, if they kepte they2 grounde : but 
if they fled 02 teculed backe, there was 
no remedy but death.

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D. Scipio in Lidta, perceyuing that 
Intiochus hoſte was ſooze beaten with 
rayne, that fell day and nyght contynu⸗ 
a'ly, and not onely his men and hozſcs 
began to faynte, but alſo his bowes the 
ſtrynges beinge wette, were weake and 
vnpꝛofytable encouraged his menne to 
pytche the fielde the mozowe folowpng, 
not withſtandyng it was a diſmall day, 
and by thts counſell, he wan the bictow, 
han the Uacceians in a pyght field 
were hardly matched with Semp2onius 
Gracchus, they compaſſed all their ar⸗ 
my with waynes , furny(ſhed with valp⸗ 
ant men of armes in wonens apparell. 
Whan Semp2:onius boldly banced fo2- 
warde, to beſiege his enmies as though 
he had gone agaynit a companye of wo- 
men, they that were in the wapnes, ſette 
on, and put hym to klyghte. 

Eumenes Sardianus one of Aleran- 
ders ſucceſſouts, was iucloſed in a cer- 
tatne caſtell. where he coulde not ererciſe 
his hozſes, auaunced them vp befoze at 
certapne houres dayiy, in ſuche wife that 

cp teſted vpõ their huider fete, * 

their 
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their fo:efete reyſed vppe on hyghe, and 
whan they fought to haue their naturall 


wonte and ſtaudyng, they trauerſed and 


flonge with thetr heles vntil they wette. 
¶ what tyme the barbarous aliens pꝛo 


miſled Cato men to conducte hym in his 
tourney, and allo a garriſon to ayd him, 
ſo that he wolde gyue them a great ſome 


of money, he ſtacke nat at the matter. to 


pꝛomyſe them largely, bycaule he might 
other pave them obtaynynge the victoꝛy 
with the ipoyles of his ennemies , oz by 
their deathe be lowſed of his pzompyſle. 

¶ Quintus Marimus cominaunded to 
calle vato hym oone Statilius, a noble 


man of armes, ⁊ appꝛoued in dede, whe: 


che intended to flee frome hym vnto his 


enemies, and made an excuſe uvnto him, 
that though the enuye of his felowes, 
he neuer knewe vnto that day his manly 
qualities: than gyuynge to hym a hoꝛſe 
and money: he opteyned that this man, 


whiche came vnto him feareful his con- 
ſctence accuſyn e hym, departed chiere⸗ 
full. And ſoo of hym that was befoze to 


be myſtruſted he had a faythful and va⸗ 
$2 tit lyant 
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lyant man of armes euer after, 
Whan Phylyp hard, that one Pithtas, 
a valyant warriour of his, had withd:a- 
wen his good wpl from him, bicauſc that 
he had ſcante toſuſtepne his. tit. dough- 
ters, and was nothynge relieued of the 
kynge.ceriapne men warned the kynge, 
to take hede and beware of hym. What 
quod the kynge, if J had a parte of my 
body diſeaſed, ſhoulde J rather cut it of, 
than heale it. Akterwarde he pꝛiuily cal- 
led Ptthias vnto hym, and percepuyng, 
ho we pooꝛe and harde a lite he lad, gaue 
hymn money largely. and ſo euer after he 
founde hym moze truſtye, faythfull, and 
better than euer he dyd befoze. 

T. Quintus Criſpinus,afterthe great 
miſauenture in the battayle, ageynſt the 
Carthaginens, wherin his felow Mar⸗ 
cellus was ſlayn, pcetung,that Annibal 
had gotten the ſignet of his ſayde frende 
Marcellus, he lent letters thzoughe out 
ail Italy, that they ſhulde gyue noo cres 
dence, if any piſtle came vnto them ſea- 
led with Marcellus ſignet.thꝛoughe the 

whiche monition, Aunibal his dilceites, 
| wherby 
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wherby he attempted to gette Salapia 


and other cities, were all in vayne. 


Afterthegretloſſe and dyſcomfiture at 
Cannas , the hartes of the Romapnes 
were ſo diſmayde and diſcomfited , that 


a great parte of them, whiche were leſte 


alvue, toke counſell with the nobles, and 


determyned to fozſake Jtalye, Publius 
Scipio beinge yet a very yonge manne, 
bꝛoke vyolentiyinto the ſame company, 
where as theſe thynges were reaſoned, 


ſtande and abyde by the common welth, 


and whan he had fyꝛſt bounde hym ſelfe 
with an othe, he dzewe his [wozde, thzet- 
nynge to flee hym, that was nerte hym, 
if he made not the ſame oth. thus by fear 
he compelled hym and the other by his 


example, to ſweare the ſame othe. 


¶ whan Milciades had ſcattered and 
number of the er⸗ 
ſcans at Marathon, he compelled the A-| 
thentans, whiche pꝛolonged the tyme in 
thankes giupnge, to make 8 
the

and playnly pꝛoteſted, that he wolde ſlee 
hym with his owne hande, whiche ſo c- 
uer of theym wolde not take an othe. to 
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the aide of a citie, whiche the Perſeans 
nauye intended to inuade. And whan he 
had pꝛeuented them, ⁊ replenyſſhed the 
walles with harneyſſed men, the Perſe⸗ 
ans thynkynge the number of the Athe⸗ 
ntans to be great, and that the battaylle 
at Marathon was foughte with one ar⸗ 
mye and the walics kepte with an other, 
made about ſtreyght way with their na⸗ 
uy.X toke thett paſſage ageyn into Aſia. 
¶ What time Piſiſtratus had taken the 
Megatenciens naup, wherin they came 
to Elewſis by nyght, to haue rauylſhed 
the women ot Athens, beinge as than 
occupied in the lacrifyce of Cetes, and 
had wel reuenged their grefes, in ſleinge 
a gtet number of the layd Megatenſes, 
he inanned the fame ſhyppes that he had 
taken of theirs , with foulozours of A- 
theus, ſettynge oute in lyghte aboue the 
hatches, certapn women o2dred lyke pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners:at the which ſyght the Megaten ; 
ſtans beinge diſcepued, and ſcatteringe 
out to mete them, as though they had be 
their owne companye, whiche after their 
enterpuſe luckely achieued had returned 
N home, 
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home, and ſo being vnarmed wereageyn 
diſcomkyted. 
¶ whan Conon capitapne of the Ithes 
nians, had ouercome the Perſcans ng? 
upe, at the Jlonde Cypꝛus he put they2 
harneys vpon his owne ſouldiours. and 
than layled into Pamphilia , where his 
enmies, were in the ſame Hippes, whiche 
he had taken ot theyꝛs. The Perſeans 
bycaule they knewe the ſhyppes and the 
apparayle of them, whiche ſtode aboue 
thehatches, tokeno hede to thepm lelfe, 
and ſo they beinge ſodeynly oppꝛeſſed, 
were in one lelfe day, vanquiſhed in bat⸗ 
tayle bothe by ſee and on the lande.

He that truſteth neyther in the number 
no: in the ſtrength of his (ouldiors, and 
muſt nedes fyght, let him with his right 
wyinge allayle his ennemics left mag 
Let- 
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ſtretchynge out the reſte of his army like 
a ſpyt 02 bzoche. whiche is the. vi.maner. 
He that hath fewer and weaker ſouldi⸗ 


ours, lette hym ſo pytche his fielde, that 
he haue on his one ſyde a mountapne, a 
citie, a ſee, a ryuer, oꝛ ſome other thynge, 
and this ts the ſeuenth maner.

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Peyne and dꝛede chaſtyſeth ſouldioꝛs 
whan they lye ſtyl, in ſettynge foꝛwarde, 
hope and mede maketh them better. 
Sood capitayns neuer fyght in a pight 
fielde, excepte they be dꝛyuen thereto by 
ſodeyne happe o2 great nede. 
It is a gret wiſe policy, rather to greue 
thyn enmie with hüger tha with wepon. 
Let not thyne enmie knowe, with what 
ozdinaunce,tn what maner wple, oz how 
thou intendeſt to aſſayl him, leſt he ppare 
o2dpnance to withſtand oz diſtrop thyne.
